CHILI, PERU, AND BOLIVIA. 
IMPORTANT APPOINTMENTS BY THE PRESI- 
DENT. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 22.—The Presi- 
dent today appointed Capt. S. L. Phelps, of 
the District of Columbia, Minister to Peru, 
and Richard Gibbs, of New York, Minister 
to Bolivia. These appointments were made 
necessary by the resignation of Partridge, 
and the return to the United States of Manly, 
who is ill and unabie to remain at his post. 
These gentlemen have been selected because 
of their familiarity with the language, peo- 
ple, and customs of the Pacific Coast of 
South America and the President’s conti- 
dence in their discretion. 

Mr. Phelps was born in Ohio, served in the 
navy during the War, then entered the serv- 
ice of the Pacific Mail Steamship Company, 
and was at one time President of the Board 
of Commissierers of the District of Colum- 
bia. Mr. Gibbs was United States Minister 
to Peru from 1875 to 1879, which office he 
filled acceptably. 

DIPLOMATIC ACTION. 
It is learned at the Department of State 
that Mr. Frelinahuysen some time ago sent 
instructions to our Minister to Chili to pro- 
pose a basis of peace upon which all parties 
could agree, and which it was hoped, if con- 
cluded, would be permanent. This basis 
was in substance the cession to Chili of the 


Peruvian territory of Tarapaca and submis- 


sion to impartial arbitration of the question 


and, if so, how much, and on what teriws. 
The proposed settlement was submitted to 
the representatives ef Chili and Peru in 
Washington, and met their approval. 
Shortly after the receipt of this 
instruction by Logan, however, the Chilian 
Government had come to an agreement with 
lgiesias. Whether Iglesias represents the 
popular sentiment of Peru and Vill receive 
the substantial support ofits people, so as 
to authorize other countries to recognize 
him to represent that Republic, isa question 
upon which Logan, Phelps, and Gibbs are 
expected to furnish the Government of 
the United States with information upon 
which it may justiy and wisely act. While 
these gentlemen will be very carefully in- 
structed, broad discretion will necessarily be 
left them as to the details of their course, 
and the questions of final recognition of any 
de facto Government in Peru is reserved to 
the Government. The opinion has for some 
time been expressed that it would be advan- 
tazeous to accredit Logan to all three Gov- 
ernments ; and, in regard to this, it is said at 
the department that the President, on re- 
flection, decided, in proper regard to each 
Republic’s demands, that a different repre- 
sentative from this country should be ac- 
credited to each, especially as Congress, by 
the appropriation for three distinct missions, 
signified its judgment that such a course 
would be the proper one. 
A DENIAL BY SENOR GODOY. 

Sefior Godoy, the Chilian Minister here, 
said tonight that the statement of Secretary 
Frelinghuysen that a proposition for peace 
negotiations between Peru and Chili had 
been submitted to him, and had met his ap- 

roval, was erroneous. His instruction from 

s Government did not admit of 
his expressing any opinion officially 
on such a subject, and individually 
Ee was opposed to the submission of the 
question of the cession of territory to arbi- 
tration. Speaking as an individual he would 
say, however, that a just arbitration might 
have been before the war of the two countries. 
Arbitration after the war, in the present 
condition of affairs, should not be consid- 


ered. In some parts of Peru the 
people were not disposed to accept 
the idea that they had been 


conquered, or to look upon Chili as the vie- 
tor, and under these circumstances the set- 
tlement of the pending questions by arbitra- 
tion would not conduce to future harmoni- 
ous relations between the two countries, 
Were the questions between them to be set- 
tled now by arbitration, Peru would not 
learn the lesson which the victory of Chili 
should teach her—the evil of provoking war. 


DECLARING FOR PEACE. 


PANAMA, June 22.—A Lima dispatch to- 
day says: According to the Diario Official 
of the 20th, meetings of the inhabitants were 
held at Pisco, Department of Ica, May 31, 
and at Sayan, Province of Chancay, June 3, 
which declared for peace, with Iglesias as 
President and Regenerator of the Republic, 
as proclaimed by the Cajamarca Assembly.“ 


ARCHITECT HILL, 
PROCEEDINGS YESTERDAY.., 

WasuineTon, D. C., June 22.—Upon the 
opening of the Hill Investigating Committee 
this morning Mr. Thomas read a statement 
from the Damon United States Fire-Proof 
Safe & Snutter Company, in which it denied 
the statement made yesterday by Taylor, of 
Manley, Cooper & Co.

INTERNAL REVENUE. 

The President and Secretary of the Treas- 
ury have had a similar experience in 
matter of reduction of expenditures by the 
consolidation of internal-revenue districts.

The heads of departments ae now are 
occupied with a very painful duty. They 
are called upon to discharge a good many 
clerks from July 1, the beginning of the 
fiseal year. Congress has seen fit to reduce 
the appropriations, or to limit the number of 
pérsons to be employed, and nothing is lett 
to the Secretaries but to execute the law. 
Not the least embarrassing part of the duty 
is that of choosing out of 100 which 
twenty-five or thirty are to be discharged. 
lt not infrequently happens that those stand- 
ing lowest on the lists for efficiency can and 
do bring the most powerful influences to 
bear for their retention, and perhaps present 
cases of hardship which it is difficult to re- 
sist. 


TELLER’S POLICY. 
VERY PLEASANT FOR THE RAILKOAD COM- 
PANY. 

Wasnineror, D. C., June 2.— In the 
course of a decision in the ease of Troy ys. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad Company the 
Secretary of the Interior holds that the de- 
fendant in the suit has a standing in the case 
even after an adverse decision and until the 
decree has been executed.

EVANS’ DEFENSE. 


THE FIGHT BETWEEN ELDREDGE AND HOR- 
TON. 


Wasuineron,' D. C., June 22.—Walter 
Evans, Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
furnishes the following defense of his action 
in the Lorton case: 


O ing to certain factional fights, inangurated 
after the Administration of President Hayes be- 
gan. Horton, whe belonged to the Simmons wing 
of tbe Massachusetts Republicans, was removed. 
and © V. Eldredge appointed in his stead. 
Some time afterward the services of Horton 
were asked by Coliector Tink r and other New 
Engiand Coliectors, ana during this period Hor- 
ton made a seizure of certain property trans- 
ported by the Boston & Albany Kailroad. amoung 
other things some beer-casks from which the 
stamps bad not been removed, and which seizure 
was subsequently compromised by the payment 
of $2,000 and costs. As bad deen the 
custom with those employed in such 
matters, Horton ciaimed certain expenses to 
the amount of $11 as properly iuciuded in 
the costs to be paid by this company under the 
proposed terms of comprumise, The practice 
ot the revenue officials to claim these expenses 
and witness fees was not discountenunced by 
the Revenue Bureau until subsequentiy, when 
the First Controlier rendered a decision adverse 
to uch claims. There was nothing in this 
transaction that wouid justify impuening the 
motives and conduct of Horton. Eldredge was 
Horton's bitter enemy and reseuted the employ- 
ment of the latter atter bis removal. in the 
spring of 1881 Eldredge, verbally and not in 
writing, made certain representations to the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue,Gen. Raume, 
upon which a circular letter, April 9, to New 
Eugland Collectors Was written, which reads as 
follows: 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT. OFFICE OF INTERNAL 
REVENUS, WASHINGTON, D. C., April 4, 1I881—Sik: It 
is reported to this office that Charlies M. Horton, 
formerly a revenue agent, but some time since dis- 
charged from the service, is going through the col- 
lection districts of New England looking up and re- 

rting for prosecution violations of the Irternal 

evenue law, and that be does this for the purpose of 
securing witness fees. in some districts he claifis to 
have authority from the Collectors. The practices of 
Horton in this work do not meet the approval of this 
office, and you are directed not to extend to him any 
official countepance, nor recognize him officially in 
any way. Nespectfully, GREEN A. RAUM, 
Commissioner. 

Of all this action on the part of Eldredge and 
the Commissioner Horton was ignorant, as was 
also Commissioner Evans at the time Horton 
was reappointed. Ac reful examination of the 
filesof the revenue bureau shows there was no 
official report whatever made upon which the 
letter of April 9, 1881, could be based, and it is 
admitted by only person who should have 
the custody of such officiai report that Coummis- 
sioner Raum's action was based solely upon the 
verbal statements of Eldredge,

A QUEER BAROMETER. 
MR. ROGERS’ SCHEME FOR ASCERTAINING 
THE CONDITION ON OUR COMMERCE, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 20,—[Cleveland 
Leader.j|—The receipts of National-bank 
notes for redemption at the redemp- 
tion division of the Treasury De- 
partment is regarded by Mr. Rogers, 
the Chief of the bureau, as a sort of barome- 
ter of the condition of the commerce of the 
country. When business is very active and 
money isin great demand the receipts of 
notes for redemtion decrease, and when busi- 
ness is dull the notes pourin. At the sea- 
sons of the year when crops are moving the 
receipt fall off. A djagram has been made 
in the redemption division, showing the 
variation in receipts by tracings, 
which resemble the marks of an auto- 
matic register upon a steain-boiler to 
show the pressure of steam. Taking the 
month of June, the end of the fiseal year, as 
a standard, the chartshows that in 1875, one 
year after the establishment of the division, 
eighteen millions were redeemed; in June, 
1876, twenty-three millions; in June. 1877, 
twenty-eight millions. The depression in 
trade following the panic of 1873 was then 
most keenly feit, although affairs were 
mending. The redemption of notes then 
took a downward track. In June, 1878, 
twenty-four millions were redeemed: in 
June, 1879, thirtee. millions; in June, 1880, 
elgut millions: and in June, 1881, seven 
millions were redeemed. The continued 
shortage in values and moderate trade since 
that date is shown by the fact that the re- 
ceipts for June, 1882, were nine millions, 
and the receipts for the present month will 


be about thirteen millions.

THE TRAIN-ROBBERS. 
ALL FOUR HANGED YESTtRDAY. 

Lirrue Rock, Ark., June 22.—At Clarks- 
ville, Johnson County, today, Gove and Jim 
Johnson, McDonald, and Herndon, who last 
March murderea Conductor Cain while rob- 
bing the Little Rock & Ft. Smith train, near 
Mulberry Station, were hanged in the pres- 
ence of a large crowd, thousands of persons 
from several counties being present. 

HISTORY OF THE CRIME. 

The night of March 12, 1883, the west- 
bound train on the Little Rock & Fort Smith 
Railroad was boarded by a band of four rob- 
bers at a station known as Mulberry, just on 
the western border of and inside the line of 
Franklin County, and at once began shout- 
ing and yelling while slinging revolvers over 
their heads, ordering the passengers to hold 
up their hands. In the confusion created 
by the wproar Conductor Can rain to the 
part of ‘the car where the robbers were, 
and as he approached Jim Herndon shot 
‘him, and he fell with a bullet in his brain. 
Milton Lester, a brakeman, ran to his assist- 
ance when McDoneld shot him. Jim John- 
son ran forward to put a stop to McDonald’s 
shooting, who, mistaking Johnson for a 
passenger, fired on but missed him, when 
Johnson returned the fire, hitting McDonald 
in the tace, making a very painful wound 
and crippling him so severely that he could 


not get away with the others, and, 
finding capture staring him in the 
face, pl@yed “wounded passenger” to 


perfection till Lester went to see him, 
when he said. Mc Donaid is one of the rob- 
This fact 
was quickly established and he was taken 
under arrest. The killing of the conductor, 
wounding the brakeman, and crippling one 
of theirown gang demoralized the robbers 
tosuch a degree as to disconcert all their 
plans, 80 that nothing remained for them 
but to flee or suffer a capture. They ac- 
cordmaly fled, the two Johnsons going one 
way, Herndon another, leaving McDonald 
playing the role of a wounded passenger. 
THE PURSUIT. 

The Johnsons started for Washington 
County, where the family of Jim lived, 
among the hills of White River, but did not 
succeed in reaching the home-place, as they 
were closely pursued, and in a battle with a 
posse Jim was so badly wounded in the leg 
he couid not travel, and Gove said but for 
this they would have gotaway, but he would 
not leave Jim, because through hés persua- 
sion the boy weutinto ‘the robbery. and he 
would not desert him, but go to hell with him 
if it was necessary. They had been without 
much to eat for five days, and went to the 
house of Mrs. Davidson and compelled 
her to feed them. As soon 
they left she ran Mr. Oxford’s, 
throngh tne rain, to tell him of the presence 
of the train-robbers. Mr. Oxford had seen 
the pursuers scouring the mountains for 
these men and went at once to them and 
told them where they could be found. That 
night the pursuers moved up toward where, 
the robbers were, and early next morning 
putting the blood-hounds on thelr track 
they trailed them to where they found them 
hiding under a ledge of rocks where they 
were lying down, hey covered them with 
their Winchesters and demanded their sur- 
render, when they threw up their hands and 
the pursuit came to an end. 

Herndon had fled to Madison County, and 
when the citizens of the county heard that 
the Johnsons had been captured and Hern- 
don not with them they began to look round 
for him there. A stranger had been seen on 
the day before the capture answering the de- 
scription of Herndon going towards Hunts- 
ville. Mr. Kuight, who is Postmaster in 
Huntsville, heard of this stranger, and, 
knowing that Herndon had a relative in the 
suburbs of that town, he repaired to the 
place and secreted Himself. Shortly after 
dark he saw a man go to the house 
and enter, whose azrival created considera- 
ble stir inside. “After being satisfied 
that his man was safe, he hastened to the 
house of his brother-in-law, Marrs; they 
armed themseives with double-barreled shot- 
guns and repaired to the house where the 
stranger entered in the early part of the 
night, and took a stand on either side of the 
house, where they remained all night. 
Shortly after the gray of dawn the stranger 
opened the door and started out. “Up with 
your hands,” in ctear, distinct tones rang 
out in the morning air from two voices, and 
sounded like the death-knell in the eas of the 
murderer Herndon, He was instantly 
covered by the guns in the hands of Knight 
and Marrs. The culprit was securely bound, 
disarmed of a navy-six revolver, and imme- 
diately taken to Huntsville and from there 
to Fayetteville, where he was delivered to 
the authorities. 

Milton Lester, the beakeman, was badly 
wounded, the ball entering just below ‘the 
left 8 destroying it, and lodged inside the 
Skull. 

Gove Johnson is on the pension-role as a 
soldier in the Union army. He appears to 
have been the leaderin planning, but Hern 
— was selected as the leader in the rob- 

ery. 

JOHNSON’S CONFESSION, 

The plan as detailed by Johnson was as 
follows: “We organized in the house of 
Mrs. Herndon, the mother of Jim, without 
her knowledge, yet our plan was not entire- 
ly completed then, but it was the under- 
standing that a train of the Little Rock & 
Fort Smith Railroad was to be captured and 
robbed. We adjourned to meet at Mulberry, 
where our plan of operation was ma- 
tured in the woods near the town. The 
intention was not to kill any one except 
in self-defense, and to avoid bloodshed un- 
less absolutely necessary. The shooting was 
done onder excitement and without neces- 
1 Jim Herndon shot and killed Cain, when 
a Feueral firing commenced. The plan was 
to capture Caen, go through the passengers, 
and then secure 
car.’’

ve Johnson was 36 years old, born in 
Kentucky, and lived many years in Ilhinois, 
whence he moved to Kansas, where he re- 
mained but a short time, when sending his 
wife and four children back to Illinois, he 
came here ostensibly to see his brother. He

dering his wife last February. The gallows 
was erected on the west bank of the Nota- 
way River. Three thousand people witnessed 
the execution. He confessed the crime. 

Lewis Carter at the time of the murder 
was a well-to-do negro in Southampton 
County. About a year before he had mar- 
ried a comely-looking mulatto girl, whose 
parents were generally respected in the 
neighborhood. Carter was very black and 
ill-featured, and as the gir] had many admir- 
ers who were more prepossessing im appear- 
ance her selection occasioned some surprise. 
But Carter was a successful peanut-grower, 
while his more handsome rivals were impe- 
cunious. For the first few mopths after 
their marriage the couple lived happily to- 
gether, until the husband began to suspect 
his wife because she had been several occa- 
sions in company with two of her former 
suitors. He kept his suspicions to himself 
and watched his unsuspecting wife. About 
three weeks before murder he told 
her hé would be absent for three 
days. Insteady of leaving he armed 
himseif with a duck-gun, bung about the 
woods near his house, and watched for the 
coming of the two men whom he suspected.

This se incensed her hus- 
band that he picked upan fron poker and 
crushed her skull, leaving hir dying on the 
floor. He then fied. The good character of 
the murdered woman and the atrocity of the 
murder were such that rewards were offered 
by several parties for the apprehension of 
the murderer, who was finally captured near 
Petersburg. The murder occurred last Jan- 
vary. Carter received his sentence uncon- 
cernedly. He occupied his prison hours by 
playing on a jewsharp and singing.

MAKING THREE IN ALL OF ONE GANG OF 
MURDERERS. 

PuLASKI, Tenn., June 22.—Kyle Walker 
and Harry Reid, both colored, who were 
arrested for supposed implication in the mur- 
der of young Trice at Veto, Ala., were re- 
leased Wednesday, but certain parties, be- 
lieving them guilty, investigated, found 
proof, and rearrested them. By threats the 
14-year-old son of Wesley Warren, lynched 
Tuesday, was forced to disclose the particu- 
lars of the crime, which were substantiated 
by his mother.

ALBANY, N. on June 22.— [Spécial.]—The 
report that the Chicago lroquois Club sent a 
committee last night to New York to confer 
with Tilden, Hewitt, and other New York 
Democratic leaders in order to obtain their 
consent to holding the next National Con- 
vention at Chicago, disturbs a scheme which 
was recently matured in this city. Daniel 
Manning, Chairman of the Democratic State 
Committee, and several members of the old 
Tilden Bureau, who nominated and are in- 
fluential with Gov. Cleveland, believe that 
Cleveland’s chances for the Prasiden tial nom- 
ination in 1884 will be destroyed if the conven- 
tion is held in the West, and that it must be 
held in this State. They have selected Sara- 
toga as the pla e. June 13 the Albany Arqus, 
of which Manning is proprietor, published a 
leader favoring Saratoga. The motive of the 
article was concealed under a suggestion 
that the Saratoga hotelkeepers erect a per- 
manent convention hall, and that Saratoga’s 
exceptional hotel facilities, the salubrity of 
the climate, and the railroad and telegraph 
facilities would then soon make it the per- 
manent meeting-place of National cenven- 
tions. New York politicians fear that local 
sentiment in Chicago or any of the large 
Western cities would pack the convention, 
and, on the break, enthusiasm would carry 
the nomination toa Westerner. Saratoga is 
free from gallery crowds, except — 2 
could be brought by the Tilden machine 
from Albany and New York to shout for 
Cleveland.

NORTHWESTERN LOGGERS. 


Prospects of the Seasons Work—BRe- 
ports from Various Points—The Im- 
mense ;Cut on the Menomonee—Big 
Money at Eau Claire. 

MARINETTE, Wis., June 22.—([Special.]— 
The drive in the Menomonee is progressing 
well. Under the management of the Meno- 
monee River Manufacturing Company the 
main river and the principal branches of the 
tributaries have been improved, dams 
erected, and streams cleared so that with any 
ordinary amount of water logs in any of the 
streams are almost sure to come down. At 
this date there are probably not more than 
5,000,000 to 7,000,000 feet remaining. These 
are moving rapidly toward -the main 
river. The Pike drive, the largest on 
any tributary of the main river, frum 
60,000,000 to 70,000,000 feet, is moving ata 
rather slow stage. It will be well into Au- 
gust before this drive reaches the main river. 
Some 30,000,000 to 40,000,000 feet are now out. 
The production at the mouth of the Menomo- 
nee River exceeds that of all points tributary 
to the Wisconsin Central Road, except at 
Chippewa Falls, by at least 160,000,000 feet. 
This season’s production will be nearly 425,- 
000,000 feet, manufactured by the four- 
teen mills here, as follows: On the 
Wisconsin side of the river, week- 
ly cut, a Ludington company, 1,080,000;

A WESTERN HURRICANE. 


At Noon Yesterday There Was a 
Great Blow at Jefferson City, 
Mo.—Three Men Drowned. 


JEFFERSON Crry, Mo., June 22.—[Special.] 
About ten minutes after 1 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon this city and section was visited by 
the severest and most destructive wind- 
storm it has known for many years. lt 
came from almost due north, striking the 
river near Cedar City in Callaway County. 
Before reaching the river the storm seems to 
have raged with considerable fury in the 
southwestern part of Boone County, but as 
to the damage done in that section no reports 
have yet reached this place. 

AT THE PRISON. 

Although the storm raged with fury in the 
city proper, it was at the penitentiary that it 
wrought the greatest destruction. There it 
proved itself a veritable tornado, and while 
it raged filled the minds not only of the con- 
victs, but also of the officers and employés, 
with consternation and alarm. Striking the 
new cell-building at the northwest cor- 
ner of the roof it lifted the latter, which 
covered an area of fifty-four by 212 
feet, and hurled it into the air on the south of 
the building. Mr. Charles Gates, son of ex- 
Treasurer Gates, who was guarding in the 
building at the time the roof was taken, was 
struck by falling timber and his right leg 
broken between the ankle and knee. He 
also received several bad cuts about the 
head. He was at once taken to the prison 
hospital and his wounds dressed by the 
prison physician. Ulis injuries, though seri- 
ous, are not considered dangerous. 

J. C. Newton, a United States prisoner 
sent up from Jackson County for three years, 
had his thigh badly bruised and also several 
bad bruises and flesh wounds about the 
arms, hands, and face. Three other convicts 
also received siight injuries. 

A small brick building, used by Jacob 
Strauss & Co. asa storehouse, was unroofed 
and it slightly damaged the roof of the hos- 
pital building. Theshop buildings escaped 
without injury, though it was thought at 
one time the root on Sullivan’s saddle- 
tree shop would go. 

The wind created a panic among the con- 
victs for a few minutes, and they came rush- 
ing out of the shops, anxious to escape what 
seemed to them almost certain destruction. 
Many of the men as they came out of the 
shops were blown flat on their faces by the 
force of the wind, and one man was taken 
up, carried bodily a distance of ter feet, and 
landed in the wash-house, but escaped in- 
jury. The roof of the cell-building, which was 
carried off by the wind was put on the build- 
ing two years ago to replace the one de 
stroyed by fire at the prison in June of that 
year. It cost $3,500, and was damaged today 
to the extent of about $2,000, 

DAMAGE ELSEWHERE. 

The roof of the Executive Mansion, which 
was undergoing repairs, was also slightly 
damaged. A large amount of tarred paper, 
which was blown from it, struck the win- 
dows of the houses across the street, break- 
ing out nearly all the glass in them. 

The roof of the new brick warehouse of 
the Victoria Mills was partially blown off, 
The building formerly used for a packing- 
house, but now as a cooper-shop for the 
mills, was also partly unroofed. 

Several barns are reported blown down 
about three miles west of here, where tne 
storm also seems to have raged with con- 
siderable fury. 

THREE MEN DROWNED. 

It is rumored that three men who started 
across the river in a skiff just as the storm 
was coming up were caught by it in mid- 
stream and drowned. i! men, who were 
named Harkins, Hart, and Wolf, had come 
over to purchase groceries and embarked to 
return but a few moments before the storm 
came sweeping over the river. After the 
storm abated a skiff was found half a mile 
down stream, near the prison, turned bottom 
up. This tends to give credence to the re- 
port of their drowning. 

THE TRAINS. 

The accommodation train which left here 
at 12:45 p. m. was overtaken by the storm 
between Osage City and Bonnel’s Mills. At 
the latter place it stopped for the storm to 
abate. The conductor says he thought the 
baggage-car would be blown from the track. 
At Bonnel’s Mills it was discovered that the 
fifty-foot span bridge across the creek at 
Isbell, four miles further on, had been blown 
down. The train then started back for this 


city. 

The regular passenger train "which leaves 
here at 1:05 p. m., was struck by the storm 
at Ewing’s Station, a few miles below this 
city. It stopped at Ewing’s Station until the 
wind died away, and then returned here. 
The accommodation-train remains over here 
tonight, While the passenger express left 
Sedalia to go to St. Louis over the Wabash 


ad. 

It is not easy to calculate the damage oc- 
easioned by the storm, but it will foot up 
considerable, as trees, grain, fences, tele- 

h and telephone wires all felt the de- 
structive force of the wind.

Gentlemen’s Driving Park. 

New York, June 22.— [Special.] — Today 
was the closing day of the spring trotting 
meeting at the Gentlemen’s Driving Associa- 
tion Park It was rendered noteworthy by 
the great exhibition of speed made by Ma- 
jolica, who, a green horse without any public 
record, trotted athird heat without a break 
in 2:17, one of the most remarkable events in 
thefhistory of the turf. ‘The veteran driver- 
Honest John” Murphy, not only added to 
his laurels in this way, but also by his 
heroic act in the third heatof the race for 
5-year-olds, when, at the risk of his own life, 
he saved that of Charles 8. Green, the driver 
of Lucy Germent. Nearly 5,000 people wit- 
nessed the incident. 

The first race was for 5-year-olds, and Jay- 
Eye-See, Phil Thompson, Lucy Germent, 
and Bronze came out in answer to the bell as 
contestants. A sharply-fought race was re- 
garded as acertainty. Bronze went at once 
to the front, and was not headed during the 
heat. At the half-mile pole Jay-Eye-See was 
well behind the leader, but he settled down 
to his work, and, trotting around on the 
outside, passed all but Bronze, being less 
than a head in her rear at the finish, and 
making the last quarter in 32 seconds, the 
fastest quarter trotted during the meeting. 
In the second heat the lead alternated be- 
tween Lucy and Phil until the halt-pole was 
passed, when Jay-Eye-See went to the front 
and won the heat in 2:19% by twenty lengths 
ahead of Phil Thompson, who was three 
lengths in advance of Lucy, Bronze being 
distanced. The third heat was a walkover 
for Jay-Eye-See, who trotted to the halfin 
1:063%, and finished on a jog in 2:4, being 
checked after an unfortunate accident to 
Phil Thompson and Lucy Germent. These 
horses, driven respectively by John Murphy 
and Charley Green, were several lengths in 
the rear 0 the leader as 
they got well into tne quarter- 
stretch. Just before reaching the quarter- 
pole Phil Thompson, who was four lengths 
ahead of Lucy, stumbled. He turned sharp- 
ly across the track toward the well, then 
turned back toward the rail, and in doing so 
overturned the sulky. Murphy, seeing he 
could not escape @ fall, called out 
to Green to check his horse and 
turn out. The warning came _ too 
late, however, and Murphy, seeing that Green 
would drive directly upon him, jumped free 
frommis sulky and seized Lucy by the bridle 
just as her sulky tipped and threw Mr. Green 
to the ground. Green had his left arm 
caught in the spokes of oneof the wheels. 
Murphy called out: “ Cateh my horse—I’ll 
take care of yours.” Green replied: “I 
can’t John, my arm is broken.“ 
Murphy assisted Green to a place 
of safety, and got the mare quieted in time 
to jump and catch Phil Thompson, who had 
been thrown on the track by the collision, by 
the bridle, and so prevented him from run- 
ning away. Murphy was badly bruised and 
partially stunned by his effort to save Green, 
and Green’s collarbone was found to be 
broken and his shoulder dislocated. He 
walked to the club-house, where his injuries 
were given attention. 

For the three-minute class race the entries 
were Majolica, Phallas, Judge Davis, Pearl, 
and Frank G. The famous Western stallion 
Phallas ‘was driven during the first two 
heats by the veteran, Dan Mace, a stranger 
to the animal, and in the last heat by his 
regular trainer, Ed Bither. When Bither 
took him in hand the stallion showed the 
wonderful speed he is credited with, and 
forced Majolica to trot the heat in 2:17. 
the fastest time made du the meeting. 
The first two heats were similar in character, 
Majolica having everything his own way all 
around, the only racing being between 
Phallas and Judge Davis for the second 
place, the Judge winning in each case. — 
the final heat. however, Majolica was force 
to his best pace all the way round, and won 
the heat by only two lengths. ‘The opinion 
was freely expressed that had Phallas 
had his regular driver behind him 
during the first two heats Majolica would 
have been forced to do even better than 2:17 
or else have lost the race. But Bither hac 
all he could do to drive Jay-Eye-See.

A SCENE IN COURT. 


A Mother’s Pathetic Piea to Me Ap- 
poluted Guardian of Her Child, 

KEOKUK, Ia., June 22.—[Special.]—A pa- 
thetic incident occurred in the Circuit Court, 
Judge Jeffries, today. The case under con- 
sideration was the petition of Mrs. Elizabeth 
Evans, asking that she be appointed guard- 
jan of her child, Edith Gillmore. The facts 
concerning this case are quite interesting. 
Mrs. Evans was the second wife ef Robert 
H. Gillmore, a talented lawyer. About a 
year atter his death she married Evans, of 
Kentucky, who was shot and killed by 
George B. Letcher at Nicholasville. The will 
of R. H. Gilmore provided that in case of 
his wife's marriage a large portion of 
the estate willed to her should go 
to their daughter Edith. Atthetimeof the 
marriage in Kentucky with Evans a mar- 
riage settlement was made by the bride in 
which she signed deeds for some of this 
property, or at least Evans so stated to at- 
torneys employed in Keokuk.

Known. 


Over $58,000,000 Disbursed Last Tear to 
Life-Insurance Policyholders and 
Their Heirs, 


Life-insurance Obligations Exceed the Nation’s 
indebtedness by $163,595,481._ . 


One year ago Tue Tao published a 
statistical review of American life-insurance 
based upon information gathered from each 
of the existing companies doing new busi- 
ness. This review gave a complete and com- 
prehensive exposition of the magnitude of 
life-insurance in this country, as well as of the 
magnificent charity it has been these many 
years dispensing. 

Today this grand reviewis brought for- 
ward so as to include the very prosperous 
year 1882 in its aggregates. We have re- 
ceived the annual statements of fifty-one 
companies for the year in question. here, 
asin a few instances, these are not as ex- 
plicit upon all the items under examina- 
tion as desired, this information has been 
supplemented with more elaborate state- 
ments especially furnished at our request. 
We hate eliminated from the reports of com- 
panies doing a “prudential,” or “ indus- 
trial,” business all policies of that nature. 
The business of American life-companies in 
foreign countries it believed will more 
thau equal the volicies of foreign life com- 
panies in the United States. for which rea- 
son the former are permitted to go into the 
aapromate. The results, as given below, are 
believed to be as nearly an accurate showing 
of the condition of American life-insurance 
companies as it is ible to obtain. 

There is no parallel in the history ef finan- 
cial institutions to the wonderful growth of 
life-insurance during the last forty years. 
From a small beginning it bas become the 
“anchor to wind’ard” of many thousand 
households. The business of the variors 
companies during the last year irdicates that 
the popularity of this form of investment is 
by no means diminishing. 

But the fairest test, perhaps, of an institu- 
tion is not its maguitude, but its results. 
American life-insurance has attained an age 
which furnishes yearly proof of its benefi- 
cence, Even the most enthusiastic solicitor 
could hardly exaggerate the story of last 
year’s benefits, which, given in the succinct 
manner of common numerals, shows nearly 
$60,000,000 were distributed in 1882 to policy- 
holders and their heirs in the United 
averaging more than a dollar to every per- 
son, child and adult, in the nation, or $6 te 
every family, according to the census of 1880. 

The policyholder sometimes becomes rest- 
less under the steady recurrence of annual

on it seems that the companies are receiving 

much and returning little. The record of to- 
tal premium receipts in 1882 ($64,255,960) 
compared with the total disbursements to 
policyholders and their heirs for the same 
period ($58,565,083) shows this criticism to be 
unjust. If the receipt of new business were 
suspended, the payments to policyholders 
and their heirs by the compauies would 
largely exceed the mium receipts. 

Fire-insurance is in some pei —— anala- 
gous to life-insurance. Itis universally re- 
garded as a necessary adjunct of commerce, 
without which our present business methods 
would be revolutionized, At the recent meet- 
ing of the National Board of Fire Underwrit- 
ers, President Heald. in an unusually able sta- 
tistical address, furnished some very inter- 
esting data concerning fire-insurance in the 
United States, which we append. Itis ro 
disparagement of tire-insurance to show 
that iife-insurance yields to its patrons a 
considerably stricter and more liberal ac- 
count, and such is the fact. 

In 1882 all the fire companies doing busi- 
ness in the United States received for premi- 
ums $75,829,803 and paid for losses $44,315,- 
467, making the percentage of losses paid to 
premiums received . 58. 

The life-insurance premiums for the same 
period were $64,355, ‘while the amount 
paid to policyholders and their heirs was 
$58,565,033, 
icyholders to premium receipts of ,91. 

By a further comparison it will be seen 
that the ratio of fire losses paid to premiums 
received the last six years was .55+. while 
the ratio of life-insurance payments to 
policyholders and their heirs to premium 
receipts was. G. It is less to the advantage 
of life-insurance that its ratio is based on an 
average only of the last two years. 

For the benefit of those who may have 
urged the extravagance of life-insurance 
management we refer to the fact 
ratio of expenses to premiums received by 
all the fire companies doing business in the 
United States for the last twenty-two years 
was .32+-; while the ratio of expenses to pre- 
miums of forty-two life companies for 1882 
was but .19+-.

NO TARIFF ISSUE IN OHIO. 
There is no tariff issue in Ohio. If there 
are any revenue-reformers in that State who 
hope to make an impression upon the Na- 
tional policy through either their influence 
or their votes they will be obliged to emi- 
grate in order to realize their ambition. 
There is no disagreement between the man- 
aging politicians of the two chief parties, and 
no opportunity is given to the people to ex- 
press their views on the tariff by party vote. 
lt would be unreasonable to maintain that 
the citizens of Ohio are unanimously in favor 
of the protection theory; and it must continue 
to be a matter of doubt how popular sentiment 
is distributed between free trade, high 
tariff, and revenue duties, for the Republican 
and the Democratic politicians have evident- 
ly agreed to stand upon common ground in 
this matter.

The Republicans say that they “believe 


now asin the past in the maintenance ofa 


for the Government and at the same time 
will protect American producers and Amer- 
ican labor.” The Democrats say they “ favor 
a tariff for revenue limited to the necessities 
of Government economical!y administered, 
and so adjusted in its application as to pre- 
vent unequal burdens, encourage productive 
interests at home, and afford just compensa- 
tion to labor.“ A congress of casuists and 
Dhilologists could not by the most ingenious 
exercise of their faculties twist a different 
meaning out of these two expressions. “A 
tariff system which will provide a revenue 
for the Government” is precisely the same 
thing as a tariff fur revenue limited to the 
necessities of Government economically ad- 
ministered,” for neither party admits a pur- 
pose of administering the Government ex- 
travagantly or raising more money than is 
needed to meet public expenses, the interest 
on the public debt, and the reduction of the 


} same in conformance with the American 


policy. A tariff which “ will protect Amer- 
ican producers and American labor,” as the 
Ohio Republicans define it, differs in no wise 
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tariff system which will provide a revenue 


from a tarit which shall “encourage pro- 


ductive enterprises at home afford just 
compensation to labor,“ as the Ohio Demo- 

define it. There is no attempt at eva- 
sion or deception in either case. Both plat- 
forms set forth as explicitly as their authors 
could in afew words the old Henry Clay 
doctrine ef protection to home industry. 
Both pander avowedly to the erroneous im- 
pression which prevails to some extent 
among the workingmen that a tariff system 
assures them higher wages. Both ignore 
the fact that nominally higher wages are 
overbalanced by the increased cost of the 
necessaries of life to the workingman, and 
the other fact that the Chinese wall of pro- 
tection shuts off foreign markets from the 
American manufacturer more completely 
than it shuts off the foreign manufacturers 
from the American market. Both appeal to 
selfish interests and perverted judgment ia 
equal disregard of the broad principles of 
trade. 

As the Republican and Democratic plat- 
forms agree in general, so they do when they 
come to particulars in the tariff question. 
Both treat the maintenance of the tariff as 
the chief end of political endeavor, and 
both regard the duty on wool as of para- 
mount importance over every other detail of 
the tariff system. The Republicans declare 
that the wool-tariff of 18€7 should be re- 
stored at the first possible opportunity,” and 
the Democrats denounce the late reduction 
in the wool-tariff of 1867 as “ iniquitous leg- 
islation discriminating in favor of monopoly 
and against the agricultural interests of the 
country.” The sentiment is precisely the 
same in both cases, and in both there is the 
same palpable purpose of appealing to the 
comparatively small portion of the popula- 
tion of the Ohio River counties engaged in 
sheep-growing. Both disregard the fact that 
woo! is raw material, and that a fun- 
damental principle of the protection policy is 
to hold out a liberal encouragement to the im- 
portation of raw material of all Kinds. Both 
fail alike to take into account that the main- 
tenance of high rates of duty on wool will 
operate to develop the wool-growing in- 
terests of Texas and the Southwest, and 
eventually snuff out the small business of 
the Ohio River counties. Whether the ex- 
pressions of the Democratic and Kepublic- 
an platforms of Ohio, with their surprising 
resemblance, be contemplated from the stand- 
point of National policy, or that of the pro- 
tection theory, or even that of local ad- 
vantage and selfish interest, both are narrow, 
short-sighted, and illogical in precisely the 
same proportions. 

Even the effortof each of the two parties to 
impeach the other proceeds upon thé same 
line. The Republican platform condemns 
“the Democratic doctrine of ‘tariff for 
revenue only.’”° The Democratic plat- 
form repudiates that doctrine and ar- 
raigus the “Republican Congress” for 
its reduction of duties last winter, 
and attempts to justify the attitude of 
the Democratic Congressmen of Ohio during 

consideration of the Tariff-Revision bill. 
In one word, there seems to have been a pell- 
mell rush in both conventuons to conciliate 
manufacturers and laborers by reaffirming 
all the errors of protection which are in- 
dorsed by both classes. 

What are the revenue-reformers of the 
Democratic party going to do in the face of 
the repea ed backsets they are receiving on 
all sides? The most prominent candidate 
for Speaker of the next Democratic Con- 
gress hails from Pennsylvania, and he is so 
much of a protectionist that he advocates 
the repeal of the internal-revenue taxes on 
whisky and tobacco in order to raise all the 
needed revenue for Government support 
through the tariff system. The New En- 
giand Democratic sentiment which is now 
pushing Ben Butler to the front as a Presi- 
dential candidate is committed to the main- 
tenance of the tariff system for pro- 
tective purposes. Mr. Dana, the leader of 
the New York Democracy, and ambitious to 
step into Tilden’s shoes, is a tariff man of 
the Horace Greeley stripe. Many of the 
Southern States—notably North Carolina, 
Alabama, Louisiana, Georgia, and Texas— 
are developing protection asa Democratic 
doctrine. And now the Democrats of Ohio 
put themselves upon precisely the same 
footing with their political opponents on the 
tariff question in order not to risk any loss 
of votes on that score. Whatis Mr. Watter- 
son going to do about it? And isn’t any 
Democratic pretense of revenue reform at 
once hypocritical and impertinent in view of 
the constant demonstrations that the con- 
trolling influences of the party are prostl- 
tuted to the service of the protection inter- 
ests ? 
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MORALS, POLITICS, AND LICENSE. 

The action of the Lilinois Legislature in 
passing the Harper High-License bill is gen- 
erally recognized by the press throughout the 
country as one of the most important for- 
ward steps taken ot late years in the campaign 
for the State regulation of the liquor bus- 
mess. ‘The political and commercial position 
ot Lilinois gives a weight to its action that 
would not attach to that of less prominent 
communities, The new law is interesting 
nat only for its new departure in fixing a 
State minimum license below which the 
dierent localities may not go but above 
which they may raise the local rates to any 
figure they choose, but also because it is the 
action of Lilinois, the first of Western States 
in population, in business, in the manufacture 
ofardent spirits,and the one which by its 
cosmopolitan position at the focus of the 
commerce of the interior United States was 
most likely to resist the unworidly spirit of 
reform. 

It is now evident that the zeal of temper- 
ance reform which in earlier years burned 
so brightly in the East has emigrated to the 
West. Itis lilinois, Ohio, Iowa, Missouri, 
Kansas, and Michigan which are now the 
centres of the most ardent agitation to re- 
duce the evils of intemperance. In the last 
generation it was Maine, Vermont, Rhode 
Island, Massachusetts, and other Eastern 
States that ied the van, and sent the maior- 
ity of the delegates to the National Temper- 
ance Conventions that were so conspicuous a 
feature of the amateur politics of that time. 
The suctess of the practical reformers of 
Illinois in passing a law which will secure 
the best results of State interposition, and at 
the same tithe avoid the fatal blunders ot 
the prohibition fanatics, will give the West- 
ern movement a vigor not to be seen any- 
where else, and may be confidently expected 
to raise the Western States toa higher aver- 
age of temperate living than any other part 
of the country will show. 

Each generation profits by the mistakes as 
well as the achievements of its predecessors. 
This is nowhere so plainly seen as in the 
temperan.e movement. Almost all reforms 
are started by extremists, and this was not 
an exception. Those who first began the 
crusade against the traffic in intoxicating 
drink insisted that the only thing to do was 
to extirpate it utterl~. The first Continental 
Congress recommended the State Legisla- 
tures to pass laws to putan immediate stop 
to the pernicious practice of distilling. The 
third National Temperance Convention, which 
met in 1841, resolved that “the license laws 
are at variance with all true political econ- 
omy.” They wanted to suppress the nui- 
sance by fine and imprisonment. Prohibition 
laws were passed by Tennessee, Massachu- 
setis, Maine, Delaware, Rhode Island, Ver- 
mont, Michigan, Connecticut, Indiana, Iowa, 
— New York. All this was done prior to 


| No doubt it was a necessary step in the 


evolution of temperance regulation that this 
thorough trial should be made of the quack 
remedy of prohibition. The result was 3 
complete break-down. The first effect of the 
agitation which began in 1832 for license was 
a strong public sentiment against it and in 
favor of prohibition. What is the use, ran 
the apparently irresistible argument of the 
“ Stalwarts,” of licensing this odious trafiic, 
when we can stamp it out bya simple stat- 
ute of extirpation? Ithas taken a genera- 
tion to prove that extirpation was impossible, 
but it has been proved. That achievement 
of hard experience has at last been worked 
into our very political fibre, It has become 
apart of our common sense. The field is 
now clear for license, and the debate in the 
States in which this question is now on the 
floor shows that license, and not prohibition, 
is the solution of the future, 

One of the most interesting aspects of the 
widespread movement for the State regula 
tion of the liquor traſlie is, that it is one more 
of many evidences of the widening part 
played by the Government in modern life, 
Resist the conviction as we may, it is not pos- 
sible to shut our eyes to the fact that the 
place of Government in our lives is not grow- 
ing less, but greater. Great Britain in buy- 
ing up the telegraph lines has not dnly added 
a purely industrial function to the political 
work of Government, but has abolished pri- 
vate propetty in telegraphy in that country. 
The Railroad Commissions of New York and 
Lilinois and the other States are a modern re- 
turn to the once discarded exercise of State 
power to fix prices. In the temperance agi- 
tation for license we see an irresistible pub- 
lic opinion forcing the State for the public 
protection to use Governmental machinery 
to suppress vice and encourage virtue. High 
license is along the same line of develop 
ment as the common school, In one the 
State uses its power to dissipate ignorance; 
in the other to combat vice which has grown 
too great to be suppressed by a private propa- 
ganda. 


EVANS SHOULD GO, 

The action of Internal-Revenue- Commis 
sioner Evans in removing faithful and expe- 
rienced officials of his department in order 
to make room for his. friends is a public 
scandal. Itsspirit is as foreign to all the prin- 
ciples of good government as that of Second- 
Assistant-Postmaster-General Elmer in giv- 
ing contracts for mail service to men under 
indictment for fraud in the mail service. Mr. 
Evans by this step has put himself in direct 
opposition to the new civil-service policy of 
the Government. It is singularly unforta- 
nate that the Government at the very time it 
is holding examinations in Chicago and the 
other cities in pursuance of the plan of 
choosing candidates for fitness and not for 
influence should in the person of its Com- 
missioner of Interna! Revenue be practicing 
the vices of the old system in their most parti- 
san form, 

If the young men who have presented 
themselves before our local Board of Ex- 
aminers as candidates for Government places 
in the Post-Office, Customs Office, and In- 
ternal-Revenue Bureau read the papers they 
will not find much in Commissioner Evans’ 
action to encourage them to serve the Gov- 
ernment with fidelity. They will observe 
that the Commissioner, without a word of 
explanation, removes old and tried officials 
against whom not a word of complaint has 
been heard and replaces them with new men 
who leap at once over the heads of the clerks 
of the bureau who have spent years in learn- 
ing its business. They cannot fail to see 
that long and honest service not only will 
not secure promotion, yt does not even in- 
sure against removal. ‘They—will notice in 
the recent appointment by whe Commissioner 
that unfaithful service and notoriously bad 
records are no obstacle to obtaining a place. 
From the very same issue of the paper in 
which they read the report of their exam- 
ination they could learn that in the internal- 
revenue service it was better for a man to 
bea “friend” of the chief than to have been 
a friend of the Government. Charles W. 
Eldredge, who had done his duty for years, 
they saw removed to make a place tor the 
“friend,” Horton, who had been discharged 
from the same office for good cause. 

Commissioner Evans continues to swing 
his decapitation ax and hew off the heads of 
some of the best and most faithful officials in 
the Internal-Revenue Bureau. He has just 
removed Gen. W. T. Clark, chief clerk of 
the bureau. In the letter demanding his re- 
moval Evans indicates that there is no cause 
ot complaint, but he wants the place for a 
personal friend.” Gen. Clark was for years 
a revenue agent, and was chiefly occupied in 
the organization of offices throughout the 
country. His administrative qualities be- 
came so conspicuous that Gen. Raum called 
him from the field to promote him to be 
chief clerk of the bureau, where he has 
been the executive officer of the entire in- 
ternal-revenue system, and was one of the 
most efficient aids that Gen. Raum had in 
bringing the bureau up to its standard of ex- 
cellence. The personal friend“ who is 
to take Gen. Clark’s place is from Kentucky, 
and is said to be one of the 306” third-term 
medal holders, and this constitutes his sole 
claim and fitness for the position. The new 
Commissioner defends his removal practice 
on the ground that he is making places for 
“his friends.“ We cannot be misrepresent- 
ing the Commissioner, for we are quoting his 
own words. In defending his reappoint 
ment of one Horton, who had been dismissed 
by Gen. Raum, he said: “ He was dismissed 
because he was a friend of mine. He is re- 
appointed because he is a friend of mine. 
The first time the reason was not a good 
one. Nowit is.“ 

In this ill-advised and monstrous avowal 
of the Commissioner of Internal Revenue we 
see bottom reached in the descent which in- 
evitably begins the moment other considera- 
tions than the best possible execution of a 
public trust are allowed to enter into the 
selection of a public trustee, which is what 
the meanest public official is. Instead of 
appointing friends“ of the Government to 
do its work, the spirit of corruption and 
faction insists that the friends“ of the 
party shall be appointed. The friends of the 
party must be the friends of the ruling faction 
of the party—that is, of the leading clique of 
the faction; that , of the chief boss of tlie 
clique. Instead of a government of the peo- 
ple by the people's instruments for the peo- 
ple’s purposes this gives us a government by 
a clique of wirepullers. Deterioration in 
such a government is inevitable, because 
good men do not compete for first place in 
the violation of public trusts. 

The facts with regara to the removal of 
Special-Agent Eldredge and the appointment 
in his place of Mr. Horton are almost inered- 
ible. Mr. Evans has been Commissioner but 
three weeks: Mr. Eldredge has been in the 
service since 1865. Eldredge knows all 
about the duties of his office; Mr. Evans 
knows practically nothing about them. Mr. 
Eldredge is the official who has drafted near- 
ly all the regulations of the office since 1865, 
and he is described in our dispatches as 
„probably the best equipped man in the in- 
ternal-revenue service.” Tarough his ef- 
forts the Government recovered $2,000,000 of 
bank taxes the payment of which was being 
dodged. Commissioner Raum wrote him 
six months ago “acknowledging the marked 
ability and zeal with which you have con- 
ducted not only this case, but numerous 
other cases, securing to the United States 
large sums from banks, railroads, and other 
corporations.”’ 

By whom is Elaredge replaced? By C. M. 
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ommendations for the place? He was in the 
internal-revenue service du the Hayes 
Administration, and was for 
eause. At the urgent request of Horton's 
friends Commissioner Raum reéxamined the 
case, with the result of confirming the ver- 
dict of dismissal. It was subsequently nec- 
essary for the Commissioner to address a 
circular-note to the Collectors in New En- 
gland warning them not “to extend to him 
any official countenance nor to recognize 
him in any way,” as “ his practices do not 
meet with the approval of this office.” This 
fs bad enough, but the worst of all is still to 
be told. 

Upon wine reominendation was Mr. El- 
dredge rep! by Mr. Horton? Upon Gen. 
Butler’s! May 31 Mr. Evans was sworn in, 
June 260. Butler wrote him as follows:

June 16 Mr. Horton was appointed. But 
what interest had the Democratic Governor, 
Butler, in the appointment of Mr. Horton 
or any other Republican official? Butler is 
the counsel for the Westfield distiller, Bush, 
whose indictment was procured by Mr. El- 
dredge, and whose prosecution in the Fed- 
eral courts in Massachusetts Mr. Eldredge, 
against Gov. Butler, but in behalf of the 
Government, forwarded with all his ability. 
Horten, on the contrary, being acquainted 
with internal-revenue matters, assisted Gov. 
Butler in the conduct of the defense. The 
case is not yet fully settled. Some ot its de- 
tails are still to come before the department. 
Thanks to the compliant action of the Re- 
publican Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
the Demoerrtie Gubernatorial counsel of the 
Westfield distiller will henceforth encounter 
not the troublesome Eldredge, but the mag- 
netic and genial Horton. 

Elmer’s outrageous conduct in letting new 
post-office contracts to the indicted star-route 
thieves is fully matched by that of Commis- 
sioner Evans. Evans, on the recommendation 
of Butler, who is defending a distiller indicted 
for fraud, puts a discharged revenue official, 
who has been assisting Butler in the defense, 
in the place of the official who procured the 
indictment and who has been helping the 
Government in tne prosecution. The Re 
publican party cannot live if the Adminis- 
tration which it elected does such things. 
It is the duty of the Presi ent to remove 
both Evans and Elmer at once. Their conduct 
is a reproach to the party, the Government, 
and the Nation. 
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BOURBON BICKERINGS IN OHIO. 

The Ohio Democratic campaign cannot 
be said to have opened very auspiciously. In 
the convention at Columbus Thursday there 
were several rows which resulted in knock- 
downs, broken noses, and swelled heads. The 
advocates of free whisky seem to have in- 
dulged rather freely in their favorit tipple 
before they went into the con ventiqu, und the 
consequence was that that gathering was one 
of the most turbulent and boisterous ever 
assembled in the Buckeye State under Demo- 
cratic auspices. 

The fistic rows among the “ tarriers ” 
were, however, but the preiude to more 
serious, though wordy, encounters which 
afterwards took place between the party 
leaders. Ex-Senator Thurman, the ablest 
man of the Democratic party in the State, 
had no sooner displayed his red bandanna 
than the Hoadly delegates began to shout 
that the convention was not the place where 
he should seek revenge on their favorit for 
past offenses. The nomination of Hoadly aft- 
exwards was received with yells of disap- 
pointment and dissatisfaction on the part of 
Gen. Ward’s supporters. Ward himseif 
crowned all when he announced, after the 
nominations had been made, that he would 
be a candidate for United States Senator be- 
fore the Legislature. This was, of course, 
intended for “Gentleman George” Pendle- 
ton, who was the principal backer of Hoaa- 
ly. Pendleton so understood it, and his 
cheek blanched when he was told what 


Ward had said. 


There is a striking resemblance between 
the attitude of the Bourbon factions of the 
State now and the attitude of the same fac- 
tions after Bookwalter’s nomination. Book- 
walter, like Hoadly. was the candidate of 
the younger element of the Democracy—of 
the delegates from the cities and the gror- 
shops. Bookwalter was nominated because 
he had a barrel; Hoadly, if he has not a 
barrel himself, is backed by a man who has 
one, and that counts for the same thing. 
Ward was the candidate of the old-line Dem- 
ocrats—the mossbacks—who are beginning 
to think that they are being very scurvily 
treated by the new Democrats, who 
divide their allegiance between Democ- 
racy and whisky. These men rebuked 
the Bookwalter nomination; they either re- 
mained at home or voted for Foster, and the 
barrel candidate suffered an overwhelming 
defeat. Shall history repeat itself? Will 
the supporters of Gen. Ward defer the date 
of their retirement from the Bourbon party 
until their leader has tried the forlorn hope 
of obtaining election to the United States 
Senate? Their conversation after the ad- 
journment does not warrant the belief that 
they will. The complete victory of the 
Hoadly faction this year would mean that 
Thurman shail be entirely ignored in the 
Democratic convention of next year, and 
that Pendleton will have a solid Ohio dele- 
gation to cast where he chooses and when. 
This is not a comfortable situation for the 
Thurmanites to think on. They will not be 
very zealous in bringing it about. There are 
rocks ahead for the Pendletonites, 
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WHAT SHALL BE DONE WITH THE 
APACHES ? 

Gen. Crook has brought his Apaché expe- 
dition to a successful close so far as the 
larger part of the hostiles of that tribe are 
concerned, but he has hardly landed his 
captives on American soil before the old 
question comes up what to do with them and 
the old conflict of opinion arises. Secretary 
Teller at the outset declared that he would 
not permit them to be returned to the San 
Carlos Agency, and since that time has an- 
nounced his intention to leave them in the 
custody of the military until they are thor- 
oughly tamed. His excuse for this is, that i¢ 
will afford a good example to other Indians 
who are belligerentiy inclined, and that in 
view of the reduced appropriation made for 
the San Carlos Agency the War Department 
is better able to feed and care for them 
than the interior Department. Leaving 
aside the question whether the War Depart- 
inent has any right to hold these Apachés as 
prisoners of war at its option, Secretary 
Teller's decision would seem to indicate that 
he doesn’t know what to do with them, and so 
leaves them where they are, which is not a 
very satisfactory settlement of their case. 

Gen. Crook’s views do not appear to be in 
accord with Secretary Teller’s or those of 
any one else. The Indians surrendered to 
him upon the understanding that they should 
be allowed to go back to the reservation, but 
was it in Gen. Crook’s official power to make 
them any such promise? Did not his au- 
thority end with their capture? He says 
that if the Government forbids them to re- 
turn to the reservation they will go back on 
the war-path, allowing their children and 
sauawWs to remain there, and that if they are 
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and not stop until ne had killed the Whole 


lot of murderers. Gen. Crook goes further 
than this even. He urges that the red- 
handed murderers be allowed to escape all 
responsibility for their conduct, and that they 
ought not to be tried for any of their past 
offenses ! . : 

No one will dispute that Crook is a 
good authority on Indians, but his proposi- 
tion will strike most people with amazement, 
Secretary Teller’s indecision is not less amaz- 
ing. It is clearly the duty of the Interior 
Department to make some definit and final 
disposition of the prisoners. The merely 
temporary arrangement that has been made 
may be gratifying to the prisoners. It would 
be very gratifying to white murderers also 
to be treated in the same manner. but it isa 
strange application of justice. The Apaché 
problem would be very quickly solved if the 
Government would take those who were im- 
mediately concerned in murder and hang 
them, remove the children to some Indian 
school or other place and teach them dif- 
ferent habits, and thus preyent them from 
crowing up in the fashion of their parents. 
Artemus Ward’s old saying that “ Indians is 
pizen wherever found” is very correct as to 
the old bucks, but the children can be turned 
in different ways by removal from their old 
haunts and habits and by education. The re- 
mainder of the Apachés should be stripped 
of thelr arms and horses, and placed not 
only where they cannot do any further harm, 
but where they will have to earn a living or 
starve. Sentiment is wasted upon such a 
tribe. They have been guilty of the most in- 
human atrocities, and the more guilty of 
them, the leaders in their infernal conspira- 
cles, ought to be punished, and the rest of 
them should be compelled to take the same 
chances of life as white people. If vigor- 
ous, radical measures are adopted Gen. 
Crook’s victory ought to end the long record 
of Indian war and spoliation. If there is any 
halting or half-way measures the result will 
be that there will be more outbreaks and the 
work will have to be done over again. It 
will save time, and money, and life, perhaps, 
to clinch Gen. Crook’s victory by so dispos- 
ing of his captives that they will never be 
heard of again on the war-path.

ARE THE HIGH-LICENSE FEES EX- 
CESSIVE ? 

It has been a frequeht criticism upon the 
High-License bill that the fee is excessive, 
and that it will bear very heavily upon the 
liquor-sellers, though of course it is at the 
option of the saloonkeepers at any time to 
diminish the size of their glasses or to in- 
crease the price of their drinks. In Missouri 
the license fee is two or three times as high 
as the minimum fixed by the Harper bill. 
The St. Louis Republican, discussing this 
point, denies that the fee is excessive, and 
makes the following excellent illustration to 
establish the point: 


Take the example of retailing drinks at the 
St. Louis Fair-Grounds. The associanon have 
arranged ninety-two cheap booths under the 
amphitheatre, and these y rent out for a 
single week to the highest bidder for cusn in ad- 
vance. They absolute prohibit the selling or 
giving away of drinks at any other piace on the 
grounds, thus guaranteeing to tne boothk rs 
a strict monopoly of the business.

The boothkeepers, then, ao average license 
fee of $280 for the exciusive privilege of retaii- 
ing wine, beer, cider, and other m'‘id beverages 
on the grounds for one week, This is at the 
rate of $11,060 a year. One might suppose it im- 
possible for the boothkeepers to pay suc. an 
enormous rate as this and make anythimg oat of 
the business. But they do pay it, and scrambie 
for the privilege every year—and, what is sur- 
prising, they manage to do it without raising 
the price of drinks one cent. 


As to the reply which would naturally be 
made that the visitors at a fair are very 
thirsty, it may be answered that they are just 
as thirsty when at home, and that their num- 
ber is a very small proportion of the whole 
drinking population. There is just the same 
scramble in Chicago among liquor-sellers for 
a public chance to sell that there is in St. 
Louis, no matter how high the rents may 
be, and there is never any talk of raising 
prices. The hue and ery of excessive fee is 
all nonsense. It may come hard upon little 
doggeries, and it ought to. That is 
the purpose of the bill. It was in- 
tended to wipe them out and give 
their lazy proprietors a chance to 
make an honest living by manual labor 
or avsome trade. It they don’t know any 
trade they can go to the manual-training 
school, which would be glad to teach them 
one, but so far asa $500 fee tends to drive 
them out of business and close up their dens 
no one will lament. There will be a survival 
of the fittest, and those who survive know 
well enough that they can pay the license, 
and twice as much more even, and then make 
large profits. We donot look for any as- 
signments or bankruptcies among thé saloon- 
men after the Ist of July ensuing, but, on 
the other hand, it may be accepted that they 
expect an increase of business and of profits 
by reason of the closing up of the small dog- 
geries. We should not be surprised, indeed, 
to see them all so well satisfied with profits 
from a $500 license that by July 1, 1884, 
they will be willing to try ithe business 
at $1,000. This would sift out a few more 
probably all the disreputable ones who were 
able to pay $500—and immensely enhance 
the profits of theremainder. By this process, 
continued loug enough, we might at last ar- 
rive ata time when responsible saloonkeep- 
ers would be willing to pay a large bonus 
for the privilege of selling and still make 
areat protits. Whatever else may be re- 
stricted in the liquor business, its resources 
are always ample enough to protect the 
profits.

A CELEBRATED CASE, 
THE CEREMONIAL OF THE JEWS AT TISZA- 
ESZLAR. 

VIENNA, June 22.—At the great trial at 
Nyireghyhaza, Hungary, of anumber of Jews 
accused of having murdered a Christian girl 
at Tisza-Eszlar to use her blood to mix with 
their Passover bread, the sister of the giri al- 
leged to have been murdered testified that 
she spoke to her sister the afternoon the 
murder is said to have occurred, while on the 
other hand the principal witness for the 
prosecution, a Jewish boy named Moritz 
Scharf, swore he saw the murder committed 
in the synagog before the midday meal was 
partaken of. 

The trial is,causing extraordinary excites 
ment. The Christians in the vicinity are in- 
tensely hostile to the accused men, and those 
who attend the trial jeer the counsel for the 
defense when they rise to speak. 

The father of the boy Scharf is one of the 
prisoners charged with the crime. The boy, 
though not legally compelled to testify 
against his father, elected to do so. He tell- 
his story with great coolness, but he refused 
his father’s request to speak in his native 
German, and the elder Scharf declares the 
boy would not dare tell a lie in that tongue. 
The prisoners spit at and curse the witnesses 
against them. It has been elicited in the 
course of the trial that the boy Scharf in- 
tends to become a Christian, and that he has 
been told by Catholic priests about the al- 
leged use of Christian blood in making Pass- 
over bread, and that he had been threatened 
by the police prior to the open examination. 

[This case bas excited all Europe, the Jews 
caring littie whether or not the crime was com- 
mitted, so long as the Jew-haters were using it 
merely as au instrument with which to work in- 
jury on all Hebraic people worthy and un- 
worthy alixe, and the Christians accepting this 
uutfortunate status and entering with eothusi- 
asm on the task of proving the crime, whether 
committea or not. 

The case for the prosecution rests upon the 
testimony of Samuel Scharf, aged 5, whose 
childish indiscretion furnished a clew to the dis- 
covery of, important evidence, and upon the 
testimony of Moritz Scharf, aged 14, who de- 
clares that on the Ist of April, 1882, be was told 
by his father, the Tempeldiener of the syna-~- 
gog at Esziar,to ask the Hungarian servaut- 
girl, Esther Solymosi,who was at that time pass- 
ing through the street, to come into his house; 
whereupon a Jewish ‘laborer, Joseph Woll- 
ner, requested her to cross with him to 
the synagog, which was situated on the 

posit side of the street, in order to 
thip him oarry something out of the buiid- 
ing. This she consented todo. About a quar- 
ter of an hour afterwards Moritz Scharf heard 
several cries proceeding from the synagog. 
He deciares that, finding the door closed, he 
looked through the keyhole and saw Abrabam 
Buxbaum, Leopold Braun, Solomon Schwarz, 
and Joseph Wollner engaged in out- 
ting the throat of Esther Solymosi 
and collecting the blood in a large 
bucket, after which four other men entered the 
synagog and posted themselves round the 
lifeless body. The testimony of Moritz Scharf 
is confirmed to some extent by that of two men 
and two women who also beard the cries at the 
same time. 

The case was involved in further complica- 
tions by the discovery. the 18th of June, in the 
waters of the Theiss of a body resembling that 
of Esther Solymosi, and wearing the clothes she 
wore the Ist of April. At first sight this seemed 
to furnish a conclusive proof that the charge of 
murder brought against the four Jews was un- 
founded; but subsequent investigations served 
to strefigthen the prevailing suspicion that the 
body was oot that of Esther Solymosi, and that 
it had been found by the alleged mur- 
derers of the missing girl dressed by 
them in the clothes that had belonged to 
their victim, and then thrown into the river ata 
place where it might easily be discovered, in 
order that the absence of all marks of violence 
migbteif ctually demolish the arguments on 
which the accusation mainly relied. In the first 
place, while five persons deciared the body to be 
that of Esther Soiymosi, fourteen, iocluding the 
mother. were unable to identify it. Secondly, 
the raftsmen, Hersko and Matel, assert that June 
li they received from a man named Smilovics a 
corpse, with orders to convey it on their raft 
down toa certain spot, where they were to wait 
until a woman should appear with a bun- 
die of clothes. The lth of June the 
woman appeared at the appointed place 
and gave them clothes in which they dressed 
the body, after which they threw it into the 
Theiss. For this task they received 120 florins 
from Smiiovics. The latter confirms their t sti- 
mony in every respect, and states that he re- 
ceived 500 florins from an acquaintance named 
Fogel, on condition that ne should cause a dead 
body similar to that of Esther Solymosi to be 
floated down the river. He also declares that 
he received the corpse in question from two 
Jews of Esziar, named Gross and Klein. who 
gave him elaborate instructions—the object be- 
ing to throw dust in the eyes of the tribunal at 
N baza.

GEN. WALLACE, 
HE 13 STIRRING UP THE ORIENT. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 22.—Gen. Wallace, 
the American Minister, refused to accept the 
notice given by the Porte of the termination 
of the treaty of commerce between Turkey 
and the United States, on the ground that it 
was given too late. 

The American Consul has gone to Tiflis, in 
Asiatic Turkey, toinquire into the case of two 
American missionaries attacked and nearly 
killed by Kurds near that place.

HERDING THE HOS TILES. 
AN OFFICIAL TELEGRAM FROM GEN. CROOK. 

Wasuineton, D. C., June 22.—The fol- 
lowing telegram has been recelved at the 
War Department: 

Presipio, SAN FRANctIsco, Cal., June 20,— 
To the Adjutant-Géneral, Washington: A 
dispatch has just been received from Gen. 
Crook. 1 recommend, for the present at 
least, that the management of the surren- 
dered Chiricahuas be left entirely in the 
hands of Gen. Crook, and that both the War 
and Interior Departments give him full au- 
thority and the means to carry out this 
policy. This seems to be the only possible 
way té a successful issue. Evidently the 
Chirieahuas can not be treated arbitrarily as 
prisoners of war, and Gen. Crook alone has 
the power to control them. 

He telegraphs: “Isee by the papers that 
Secretary Teller declines to receive 
on the San Carlos reserva- 
tion any Chiricahua-Apachés except 
women and children. If these Indians are 
not fed they must either starve or go back 
to the warpath. They are now as thorough- 
ly subjugated as it is possible for them to 
be. By nature they are so suspicious and 
vigilant that at no time will they camp in 
one body, but occupy different elevated 
points, making the surprise and destruction 
ot an entire band an impossibility. In like 
manner, in surrendering, they would not 
trust themsel:“s in our hands at once, but 
came dropping in from all sides in small 
fragments. ‘They would say, We give our- 
selves up to do with us as you please.’ Had 
I seized upon the first who came in, no 
others would have followed. Twenty war- 
riors woald have been as bad as the whole 
number. Chato, in his raid through Arizona 
and New Mexico, had but twenty-six men, 
and Geronimo, in his recent depredations 
in Chihuahua, had less than forty. When 
the Chiricahuas reach the reservation they 
will be fully as nervous and distrustful. 
Any attempts to hold them responsible for 
their acts before their surrender will drive 
them back to the cliffs and the gorges of the 
mountains, and we shall then have to fight 
them until the last one dies. In their code 
all depredations committed upon ourselves 
and the Mexicans while at war are legiti- 
mate. While it is repellant to my feelings 
to put these red-handed murderers on the 
reservation, I reflect that they are no worse 
than were the 6,000 Apachés I put on the res- 
ervation ten years ago. Then I had nothing 
but soldiers and scouts who had subjugated 
them to organize and discipline 6,000, but to 
disciviine and control this handful of 
Chiricahuas I would have not only sol- 
diers and scouts, but valuable assistance 
from all the other Indians, who 
would watch with jealousy the siightest 
movement the Chiricahuas might make. 
am satistied the Chiricahuas would not have 
surrendered to the Mexicans under any cir- 
cumstances, and, if lam not sustained now, 
will not surrender to usagain. Their nat- 
ural distrust and suspicion has been in- 
creased tenfold by an act of treachery which 
they allege the Mexieans committed some 
months ago. The Chiricahuas were invited 
in to make peace, filled up with liquor, and 
then attacked, —4 Fi being killed and 
wounded, and others being carried off pris- 
oners. Please inform me by telegraph be- 
fore | proceed further whether or not it is 
the intention of the Interior Department to 
take charge of these Indians.

A MEDICINE TALK. 
THE INDIAN QUESTION CONSIDERED IN THE 
CABINET MEETING. 

Was Hx rox, D. C., June 22.—[Special. ]— 
The recommendations of Gen. Crook as to 
the treatment of the Apachés were consid- 
ered at the Cabinet meeting today. Some of 
the Cabinet, in the first instance, are not in 
favor of Crook’s suggestion that the Indians 
should go to the reservation, but Gen. Crook’s 
recommendations are understood to be so 
positive, and his judgment is admitted to be 
so much better than the opinion of any one 
at that distance not knowing all the circum- 
stances can be, that the probability is that 
the President will act in accordance 
with the suggestions of Gen. Crook, or 
will reserve a fina! decision until after a con- 
ference can be had with Crook. It is very 
probable that the latter course will be deter- 
mined upon. The protest from the Indian 
Agent against receiving the Indians is of the 
most emphatic character, and it has created 
a great impression upon the Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs and the Secretary of the 
Interior. Still, the statements of Gen. Crook 
are understood to be not less emphatic. He 
is even understood to have said that he is in 
a measure pledged to the Indians that they 
shall be returned to their agency and the 
past be forgotten in consideration of good 
behavior, and that if these recommendations 
are not recognized these Indians will devote 
She rest of their lives to rapine and murder. 
Should they be returued to their reservation 
Gen. Crook is contident that the Apaché 
troubles in that section will end. This, in 
brief, is understood to be the nature of Gen. 
Crook’s suggestions. Their importance and 
significance are admitted by the Cabinet, 
who do not desire to make any mistake in 
this important crisis. 


AGENT WILCOX. 
IIS VIEWS ON. THE SITUATION. 

Denver, Colo., June 22.—Indian-Agent 
Wilcox, who was interviewed this evening, 
says he has received a telegram from the 
Secretary of the Interior to the effect that 
the adult renegade Chiricahuas captured by 
Gen. Crook, and now camped near Fort 
Grant, will not be permitted to return to San 
Carlos. The children will be received and 
eared for until such time as the Government 
provides for them in one of the Indian 
schools. Wilcox says he understands that the 
Mexican military authorities have demanded 
the return ana custody of the bucks for the 
reason that the Indians were captured on 
Mexican soil. The agent believes the de- 
mands are just, and hopes they_will be com- 
plied with, thus securing to the Indians un- 
alloyed justice and in a manner peculiar to 
the Mexicans when dealing with these 
Apache butchers. Wilcox is a great ad- 
mirer of Gen. Crook, wiro he declares will 
never rest until Old Juh is corraled and 
Charlie McComas rescued.

By the hardest kind of work they have gen- 
erally managed to keep the embankments 
just above water, but the margin Is every- 
where so close that there is still great dan- 
ger. The embankment of the Toledo, Cin- 
cinnati & St. Louis Narrow-Gage broke to- 
day, letting the water into the Village of 
Brooklyn, north of East St. Louis, and 
threatening several railroad-tracks with sub- 
mersion. The dike at Fish Lake, ten miles 
southeast of the city, has also given way, 
with disastrous results to a large area 


of fine farm land, which were covered with 
the finest grain in the bottom. Most of it 
will be totally ruined. In what is known 
as the * Bungtown bottom, near East Ca- 
rondelet, some fifteen families had to be res- 
cued in skiffs today, Dutas a rule the dan- 
ger threatens crops rather than lives of man 
or beast. Upto8o’clock this evening none 
of the important dikes in this vicinity had 
broken. The Madison County levee is, per- 
haps, the most dangerous point, but it is 
carefully watched by a number of men. 


High Water Near Helena, Ark. 
HELENA, Ark., June 22—Water is pour- 
ing through the crevasse just above Frlar's 
Point, Miss., flooding many farms in that 
locality. It also threatens to overflow all 


the country from Helena south to Laconia 
Circle uot protected by levees. The damage 
by the present high water cannot be over- 
come, for men it recedes it will be too late 
to replant the crop.

SPLENDID ROWING. 


The Canadian Water King Wins the 
Honors of the Great Pullman He- 
gatta. 

Yesterday, the first day of the great interna- 
tional Pullman professional regatta, was a red- 
letter day in the history of that enterprising 
euburb. From eariy morn till evening came the 
carrying resources of the IIIIinois Central were 
taxed to their utmost capacity, fully 15,000 per- 
sons h ving been taken from Chicago during the 
day.

THE SEVEN SUPREME COLORISTS. 

{London Society.]}—The art of color, in which 
Giorgione discovered himself to be so master- 
ful, is one of the proudest fanctions and facul- 
ties of the painter. if not in some respects the 
ultimate one. “To color perfectly,” says Mr. 
Ruskin, is the rarest and most precious (tech- 
nical) power an artist cau possess. There have 
been only seven supreme colorists among the 
true painters whose works exist—namely: Gior- 
lone, Titian, Veronese, Tintoret, Correggio, 
yoolds, and Turner; but the names of great 
designers, including sculptors, architects, and 
meétal-workers, are multitudinous.” It is in the 
sare connection that Mr. Ruskin observes: “if 
these men (the Venetian painters) laid archi- 
tecture a little under contribution to their own 
art, they made their own art a giorious gift to 
architecture, and the walls of Venice, which 
before, I believe, had received color only in 
arabesque patterns, were lighted with human 
life by Giorgione, Titian, Tintoret, and Vero- 
nese, Of the works of Tiotoret and Titian noth- 
ing now, | believe, remains; two tiguces of 
Giorgione’s are still traceabie on the Fondaco 
de’ Tedeschi, one of which, singularly vuniojured, 
is seen from far above and below the Rialto,

crossing. It only contains two rooms, 
a kitchen and a living-room—and bore witness 
to the great poverty of the occupants, who, 
however, seemed to feel rather cheerful and 
quite anxious to avoid making the impression 
that they were people in need of anything. 

Mrs. Vermulen was resting on a bed, and 
seemed quite comfortable. In fact, her visitor 
would not be surprised to hear of ner standing 
at the washtub again by next Monday. Sue 
bore marks of very rough treatment, but she, 
as well as ber attendants, Mrs. Haan and her 
daughter, spoke rather, slightingly of the in- 
juries she received at tbe bands of ber busband. 
The woman is years old. not uncomely, 
and quite robust. Her 4-year-old boy; a rather 
bright-louking fellow, whose appearance is only 
marred by his being cross-eyed, was playi 
around his mother’s couch, and seemed to fe 
as sappy ae only a child can. 

Mrs. Vermulen is a Belgian, and does not 
speak a word of English. Her vernacular is a 
mixture of Flemish and Holiandish, which is 
not over+intelligible to ber Hollandish friends 
attending her. Her attendants baving but a 
slight acquaintance wits the English language, 
it was a somewhat difficult task for the re- 
porter, whose ear and tongue were not familiar 
with the genuine Dutch, to understand the 
woman.

The star-chamber affair known as the Mo- 
Geoch-Fowler lard investigation, was again in 
fuli blast yesterday before the Board of Direct- 
orsof the Board of Trade. The proceedings 
opened with a decided and vigorous denuncia- 
tion of the press of the city, particularly Tus 
TRIBUNE, by several of the learned gentlemen 
who compose the board. They could. not un- 
derstand bow au accurate report of the testi- 
mopy «given by the witnesses was obtained 
and published in these columns each day. 
After spending several minutes looking under 
the chairs and tables, and peering into the 
drawers of their desks for the purpose of dis-

THE TESTIMONY. 


The board, towever, was prevailed on to fur- 
nish the following synopsis of the testimony 
given yesterday: 6 

Edward P. Cook was recalled and cross-ex- 
awined. He repeated his former testimony that 
the prime-steam lard manufactured by Fowler 
was pure. He knew euch to be the case, for he 
— foreman of their lard- room on the lower 

oor. 

Dr. Rose, the chemist employed by Fowler 
Brothers, testified that it was part of his duty to 
see that no tallow, cotton-seed oil, or other for- 
eign substance was put into the prime-steam 
lard. When such substances were put into the 
kettles or tanks it was the duty of the persons 
employed ia the lard-room to notify him of the 
fact. He knew dy observation that his instruc- 
tious were carried out. He was beld responsible 
for the purity of the prime-steam lard, 

The packing-house and firm books were put 
in evidence and explained by the bop keepers. 
They showed that for a year previous to Jan. 2, 
1883, no prime steam lard was placed on the 
Chicago market by Fowier Brothers. 

Mr. Hail, Superintendent for che defendants, 
testified as to the purity of the lard and the 
manner of waking it. 9 

Ou cross-examination Mr. Rall said that he 
took charge of the lard-room about Jan. 1; that 
his duty was to make the various kioda of lard 
put up by Fowler Brothers; that be had sole 
charge of the kettle- room, and still bas; that 
noone could get in with ut bis permission. 
That he very seidom received any instructions 
from Dr. Rose as to the manufacture of lard; 
could not swear chat be had ever received in- 
structions from hose as many as four times: 
that all the kettles were connected with the 
draw-olf pipe. Re always supposed thai all the 
lard which came from the tauks into the kettles 
in the lard room was prime steam lard, and con- 
tradicted the statement of the witness Galia- 
«her chat when be put tailow into the tanks be 
(Gallagher) always — — that fact to the per- 
sons in charge of the laM-waking department; 
Hall further eaid that be had no knowledge of 
what went into the tanks, and the prime 
steam lard might be adulterated without his 
(Hall's) knowledge. 

Three other witnesses, named Cole, Sandles, 
and Keilett, testified that they had been m- 
pioyed in Fowter Brothers’ lard room, and at no 
time saw tallow, cotton-seed oil, or any other 


¢ eubstance mixed with the prime steam lard. 


Mr. Sandies, on the cross-examination, said 
that ail the kettles were connected with the 
draw-off pipe, and that he bad no knowledge 
of what went into the tanks. 

Ou cross-exawination Cole testified that he 
was at work every day at the tanks and had 
been for two years; that he was under Galiagter, 
aud that he (witness) bad never put any tallow 
or anything else in the tanks along with the hog- 
Tat; and at no tallow at any time was ever 
rendered along with the hog-fat in the same 
tanks. 

The defense then asked to have the ecxamina- 
tion go over tor several days, and un adjourn- 
ment was accoringly taken until Thursday at 3 
O clock p. m. 

Fitteen other witnesses remain to be exam- 
ined, of whom eight or ten will be chemical and 
microscopic experts. 


THE GALLAGHER CROSS-EXAMINATION, 


Yesterday's Tmin Contained an abstract 
ot the direct testimony, given Tuursday after- 
noon, of Joseph Gallagher, who was sworn on 
the cross at the request of one of the Directors. 
The reporter was unavoidably called away while 
the very interesting cross-examinawon was g- 
ing on. Mr. Gallagher swore on the direct that 
be never knew of any adulterationsof the prime 
steam lard, and that when any foreign sub- 
stances were put into the lard-tanks be always 
notified Dr. Rose, and did so under positive in- 
structions received from Dr. Rose and Mr. 
Neil, so that they could have that product 
rectified, and that it should not go into the prime 
steam iard. He also stated that some time 
since a party came to his house asking him 
if he wanted to make a few dollars; that he 
went down to the office of McGeoch's attorney 
on Washington street, where a statement was 
roquested of him; that he saw MoGeoch, and a 
Stutement was prepared, in whieh it was set 
forth that be knew of aduiterations of James W. 
Wright & Co.'s prime steam lard, and $1,500 in 
money was brought and tendered to him for 
signing tbe allidavit, which he declined to do, 
and never signed it. He also stated that imme- 
diately after this offer of money was wade to 
him he notified his employers. He said Me- 
Geoch came into the office during the prepara- 
tion of that aflidavit; that be saw McGeoch read 
it over, and beard him say that it was good 
enough.” This witmess also described the dis- 
position made of the skimmings of tallow-fat 
that were rendered in the kettie in the tank- 
room, aud showed from his own knowledge the 
dispositiva of the beef-taliow bought of Swift 
and its manufacture lato butter stock. 

On the cross-examuination by Mr. Brine, be 
thought he never put any tallow in the tank be- 
fore last fall, but he couldn’t be sure of it. He 
got orders last fall to use the tailow and notify 
Dr. Rose. It was done during December, Janu- 
ery, and February. Witness did not notify Dr. 
Rose in December because he was not refining 
lard at that time. William Martin was then the 
refiner. Witness did not know that he notified 
him. On being pressed to say if he notified Mr. 
Martin when any tallow went into the prime 
steam lard, the witness replied that he believed 
that the tallow was run off separately that 
month. When tallow was sentto the witness’ 
department from the siaughtering house he 
putitin the lard tanks. During the time Mar- 
tin was there witness thought he cooked the 
tallow separate. Witness knew nothing 
or the lard beyond the tank. 
He testified that ue came dow 
to the office of a lawyer on Wasington street at 
the request of a man who told him that he wen- 
ness) could make some mouey. While there he 
made a statement. 

* Was that statement the truth?” 

„% No, sir.“ 

“Did you swear the prime steam lard was 
adulterated?”’ 

Said it was.“ 

* Was that true?” 

“If it covered the prime steam lard that went 
out of the house. | could not say.“ 

A Director asked the witness if be intended to 
mislead the prosecuuon when he stated the lard 
was adulterated. 

The witness replied in the affirmative. 

On being further pressed the witness said that 
he only spoke of lard, uot prime steam lard, 
while at the Washington street law office. What 
be stated there was simply to mislead the prose- 
tion. It makes no difference what the questions 
were 80 long as be could bliadix answer them. 
He ex pected to make more than $1,500, Witness 
remembered saying that his accion there would 
settie nis relations with the Fowlers, and that he 
could not even go back to get bis pay.

A BRUTAL BEATING. 


Thomas Kane Belabors James Fitz- 
Patrick with a Hase- Ball lud, a 
Putty- Kulte, and a Pair of Boots, 
Yesterduy’s contribution to the week's record 

of crime was a desperate fight between two Ar- 

noid street neighbors, in which one of them, 

James Fitzpatrick, was so brutally beaten about 

the head that bis life is despaired of. The other 

man, Thomas Kane, escaped without a 

scratch, was arrested, and is now occupy a 

cell at the Thirty-fifth Street Sta "fine 

fight grew out of several minor squabbles, in 
which only the wives of the men participated. 

The Fitzpatricks occupy & part of the second 

floor of No. 3080 Arnold street, and the Kanes 

live down-stairs. Both families rejoice in the 
possession of young male representatives, who 
were really at the bottom of the whole 
trouble.*One of the Kane boys, it is said. 
was in the babit of bullying a scion of the 
the house of Fitzpatrick, and Mrs. Fitzpatrick 
was frequeutly called upon to adjust difficuities 
between them. Thursday afternoon the Kane 
boy took occasion to snatch a hat from the bead 
of young Fitzpatrick and throw it og an awning 
beyond bis reach. The Fitzgerald boy told bis 
mother and she reeovered the hat, after telling 
both of the lads they ought to be able to get 
along better together. Some hours later Mrs. 

Kane met Mrs. Fitzpatrick, and asked her what 

she meant by correcting ber son. Angry words 

followed, and it is alleged that Mrs. Kane struck 

Mrs. Fitzpatrick on the head with a hammer. 

Neighbors interfered and stopped the trouble, 

but yesterday afternoon Mre. Fitzpatrick or- 

der one of young Kane's playmates out of 
the yard, d when Mr. ane came 
dome last night Mrs. Kane toid 
bim about it. The little episode made bim 
very angry, and when Fitzpatrick was passing 
Kane’s window he asked him what he meant by 
the interference. Fitzpatrick made no reply, 
and had started up the back stairway leading 
to the second floor, when Kane caught dim by 
the collar, pulled bim over the railing, and, got. 
ting him into a corner, beat and kicked him 
in a most unmerciful manner, breaking his 

nose, fracturing his jaw, and cutting bia in a 

dozen places with a putty-Kuife that be wielded 

with terribie effect. 

Fitzpatrick’s cries bad aroused the entire 
neighvorhood, and a crowd of 200 or 300 people 
in front ot the bouse attracted the attention of 
a passing fireman, who saw the crowd sudden 
part to allow the passage of an excited 
big man, who started for State street, on Thir- 
ty-Urst. at a rapid it. Some one had in the 
meantime pul eda box for the patrol wagon, 
and the Thirty-fifth street patrol dasbed up at 
this moment, Signal-Sergt. Kurth piacing the 
big man, who was Kane himself, under arrest. 
The latter made no resistance, and admitted 
having “ ticked the man. 

Dr. Coey who had been summoned found 
Fitzpatrick’s bead in a sickening condition, and 
discovered that several of bis teeth bad been 
knocked out. He wut ten or fifteen stitches into 
the various cuts and prescribed an opiate. At 
midnight Fitzpatrick bad exhibited some un- 
favorable symptoms, and the Doctor fears a 
fatal termination of bis injuries, if not from 
compression or Inflammation of the brain, from 
erysipelas. He can tell better today what to 
expect. 

Fitzpatrick’s friends assert that the attack 
was unprovoked, and that Kane used a base- 
ball club as well as the putty-knife and his 
hoot-heels in “dome him up.” Fitzpatrick isa 
driver, and bas borne an excellent reputation 
while in the employ of Armour & Co. and Mar- 
shall Fieid. 

Kane, who is a painter, employed by Perkins 
Bros., at the corner of Twenty-sixth and State 
streets, told a TRIBUNE reporter last night that 
he bad stood the insults and exasperating ac- 
tions of the Fitzpatricks as long as any ma. 
could stand that sort of thing. and he spoke tu 
the man of the house. Fitzpatrick didn't 
deigu to answer him, and he caught hold of him 
as he was going up- stairs to get an explanation 
from him, when Fitzpatrick snowed fight and he 
bad to ognt back. He is a man considerably 
over six feet in hight and weighs more than 
seventy-five pounds more than Fitzpatrick.

THE COUNTY-BUILDING. 


George Kersten, E. A. Fisher, and C. J. 
White, the recently-appointed Justices, were 
qualified yesterday, and this morning the for- 
mer will relieve Justice Kaufmaun in the North 
Side Police Court and the latter Justice Walsh 
on the West Side. They will act temporarily and 
without appointment, but it is unders that 
the positions have been tendered them by the 
Mayor, and it is not believed that a great deal of 
persuasion will have to be used to induce them 
to accept. 

An employé of the Clerk of the Criminal 
Court has been besieging the Commissioners 
for some time in the interest of getting his pay 
increased. He bad been sending in bills for 
translating for the grand jury and making 
plats of murder scenes, etc.: but they tired of 

izing them, and a few days ago he agreed 
to do ail such work outside of office hours for 
$250 per year, and so informed the board. The 
matter was referred to the Committee on Jail 
and Criminal Court Building, and they yester- 
day took it up and agreed to recommend the 
acceptance of bis offer. The device is a clever 
one, and such employés as desire to have their 
pay raised will do weil to follow the example set. 


The Coroner some days ago asked the Com- 
missioners to raise the pay of his deputies, but 
they paid no attention to it, and to relieve them 
of their overwork and labors he yesterday con- 
terred upon M. C. Clancey the title of Deputy- 
Coroner. He claims that the law sustains him 
in his action in appointing an additional assist- 
ant. but if be has failed to consult the Commis- 
sioners in the matter there may be trouble. from 
the fact that it is in their power to x the sala- 
ries of all county employés, and they may ux 
the new appointee’s pay at 50 cents per week if 
they so wish. The move is a strange One, and 
will, no doubt, be widely criticised, especialiy 
since there does not appear to be any good rea- 
son for increasing the force of the office. 


The County Agent will Monday ask the 
County Board to give him the necessary help to 
watch the trains coming to the city, the object 
being to curtail, if possible, the number of 
paupers being dropped here and “foisted” upon 
the county for support. Then again, he claims 
that the railroads are bringing their wounded 
here for miles around to be treated at the County 
Hospital, which evil, be thinks, can be remedied 
if the board will coéperate with bim. If the 
county must take care of such cases he proposes 
in the future that the railroads shall bear the 
expense, and as to the paupers dropped here he 
will insist upon their taking the next train, at 
the expense of the road bringing them here, to 
the point from which they came. The County- 
Attorney's opinion on the subject—ipvoiving 
the power of the county and the liability of the 
roads in the matter—has not yet been presented. 

ALBRIGHT COMES HIGH. 

The Committee on Jail and Criminal Court 
Building had before them yesterday among 
other things a bill for shorthand work for $61 in 
connection with the late trial of Commissioner 
Albright in the Criminal Court. The Commis- 
sioner was Chairman of the committee and in 
favor of the allowance, but Commissioner Ochs 
took a different view of it and modestiy inquired 
if that was the only bill to come 
in. Commissioner Aljbright replied that 
the bills of his attorneys were yet 
unsettied, and would probabiy ‘be presented, 
and the bill in question was laid over, Mr. Ochs 
arguing that it would be the right thing to do to 
settie all of them at the same time.

A GRIP-CONDUCTOR’S WOES. 

“Tf aconductor plays square and honest,” 
said a “grip” fare-coliector to a TRIBUNE re- 
porter, ne is bound to come out two or three 
dollars behind each month.” Bem asked for 
an explanation of bis enigmatical remark he 
said: It's all in making change. On night 
trips, unless we are very careful, we are bound 
to have white cents slipped in on us for nick 
els, or three-cent pieces for dimes. Of course, 
after a man gets taken in several times in this 
manner, he isn’t so liable to be deceived, but 
even then when be bas a heavy run andis kept 
continually busy collecting be is bound to suf- 
fer. Then he frequently makes mi- 
takes in cbanging large bills. ofr 
course be never makes a mistake the 
wrong war. for bis customer is watching him 
for that; but he has to look out for ail of 
his fares, and it would surprise you to know 
how many there are who would become very 
indignant should their honesty be doubted who 
will pocket the extra money ina minute if the 
poor conductor gets rattied and hands them 
more than be should. Then we are continualiy 
liable to be taken in with worn or counterfeit 
coins. Once in our possession itis next to im- 
possible to getrid of a bad piece of money. 
Those who are used to handling plenty of it 
jumpon you ina minuteif you offer it to them, 
and your only chance isto work it off on some 
one rer than yourself if you want to be 
downright dishonest, and you will have to be 
hard-up to do anything as mean as that. Be- 
sides. it takes a hardened cheek to try 
the under any circumstances after 
you have once had a coin tbrust back at you as 
worthiess. I bave been a couductor for two 
years, and try to be as careful as the most of 
the boys; but I always find myself out some- 
thing in this way each months, and of course the 
new bands fare worse. I try to be honest—you 
needn't smile at the idea of a street-car con- 
ductor’s honesty, young man—but I find n’s a 
losing game for me, and it makes me feel pretty 
sick sometimes when I know mat I have been 
taken in by those who are worth their thou- 
sands, all for a paltry nickel or two. Yes, 
we generally know pretty well who the chaps 
are who try to ring in the ‘white’ cents on us, 
but it we would make a row we would be the 
ones to suffer. The ladies—thovgh I dou't be- 
lieve that is the correct word for them as does 
it—are trickier than the men in this respect, 
though there are fewer of them out of nights 
to play it on us.“

FOREIGN PAUPERS. 
SOMETHING FURTHER ABOUT ENGLAND'S 
fPLEDGES OF REGARD TO AMERICA. 

“The stories about pauper immigrants,” said 
Capt. P. McGrath, the County Agent, toa TRis- 
UNE reporter yesterday, “are not at all exag- 
gerated. The deportation of the unfortunate 
evicted Irish peasants from Ireland and the set- 
ting of them down in this country is scandal- 
ous. It is acrying shame that it should be per- 
mitted. Each day some of these unfortunate 


ble come here for relief or transportation. 

e man of the family usually comes. 
He is usually about or years 
of age, cheaply clad, utteriy un- 
acquainted with the ways of the new world, 
and utterly unable to do city work. All his life 
has been spent in a little patch of ground in 
Ireland. He can dig. and might be ableto do 
odd jobs around a farm, but be is phyically too 
weak to do the hard work generaily required of 
city laborers. He is wholly unacquainted with 
methods also. A cuse in poiot: A poor fellow 
from Galway came ip the otherday. He bad 
been evicted. The Government Emigration 
Agent came round to him, told bim that he could 
have a free passage to America with ail his 
family. and that be would get sufficient money 
on landing to take him to any part of the U nited 
States he desired to go. America in his imagi- 
nation was a veritable land of milk and boney— 
an Eldorado. He jumped at the deportation 
egent’'s offer, was huddied intoa vessel at Gal- 
way, landed at New York, and then permitted to 
shift for bimself. The little sum of mouey given 
bim was barely sufficient to bring him to hi- 
cago. There he found himself penniless, with a 
a wife and five or six children. He wan-, 
dered around forafew days, and I don't know 
what would have become of bimseif and family 
but for the St. Vincent De Paul Society. I got 
bim work in a lumber-yard,”” said the Captain. 
„He was willing to work, went at it with a rush. 
and at the end of two hours was completely 
played out. Lumber-shovers in America re- 
quire to be fed on meat. This poor fel- 
low bad meat but twice a year r 
haps in Ireland. The case I tell you 
of is by no means the worst. Many of the 
assis ed emigrants are decrepid old men with 
larwe families of young children unable to take 
cure of themselves. They bave been pauperized 
and starved in Ireland and seut oat hereto die. 
No matter where they land, they ali come to the 
United States. During the week we had here 
some who were landed in Nova Scotia and some 
who were set dowa at Montreal. Oo arriving io 
Canada they are sent forward to this city, St. 
Louis, and other points. One man named 
ONeill. who was bere the other day, said 1,100 
came with him in the same vessel. They were 
all as miserably off as be was, and that was bad 
enough. The cases of some are so bopeless that 
we bave to send them back to New York. Near- 
ly all come over the Grand Trunk Road, which 
seems to have taken a contract to bring them 
here. The officers must be very well aware that 
many of the peopie are paupers, and I cannot 
understand why they allow such people to be 
brought here, especially from Canada.”’ 

“Of course.“ said the Captain, this is very 
expensive to the county. Through the pauper 
emigration system an unwarranted tax is put 
upon the people. It is not alone from Ireland 
that paupers are sent. Weget a large portion 
of them from Italy, Switzerland, and even Eu- 
giand. Icaneafeiy say that one-third of the 

early appropriation has been spent during the 
ast nine months in — foreign paupers, 
or for their transportation. believe that if 
Cook County could now get rid of those paupers 
who are not citizens, or who have not lived jong 
enough here to become citizens, the expenses of 
this office could be reduced one-half. 

“They do these things differently in England. 
In the cases even of Irishmen and Scotchmwen 
who, after working for }ears and years in any 
locality in Engiand, become too old to work any 
longer and too poor to sustain themselves, they 
are sent at once to the place of their birth. The 
English taxpayers refuse to be burdened with 
their support, and vet these Englishmen will 
insist on sending those whom their iaws have 
pauperized to this country to be burdens on our 
1 
“T think,” Capt. McGrath went on, that our 
Government should take action in this matter.” 
The “assisted emigrant’’ Jannon, the Captain 
said, was now employed by the West Division 
Rallway Company, and the St. Vincent de Faul 
Society had procured him a house. TheCaptain 
says that in difficult cases be is much helped by 
this society and its officers, particularly Justice 
Scully. 


SMOKE NO MORE. 


Eek DECIDE TO REFORM, FOLLOWING 
THE EXAMPLE OF THE ALTON ROAD. 

The continued cases of violations of the 
smoke ordinance by fifteen tugmen and the 
owners of two propellers came up before Justice 
Foote yesterday morning. The case was brought 
by the Health Department against the owners 
of the following tuga: O. BB. Green, Munson, 
Mary McLane, Miner, L. B. Johnson, Annie L. 
Smith. F. 8. Butler. Monitor, Hattie Fox, Alpha, 
Robert Tarrant, C. H. Hack ler, W. H. Wolf. A. 
G. Van Schack, J. V. Tayior, and propellers 
Nebraska and Peeriess. City-Attorney Grin- 
nell appeared for the city in place of City-Pros- 
ecuting-Attorney Campbell. Mr. Grinnell ex- 
piained that both sides had agreed that each 
defendant sbould be fined $50 witb a stay of ex- 
ecution for ten days. The defendants prom- 
ised during that time to abate the nvisance 
with which they were charred. Judge 
Dearborn, attorney for the Chidago & Alton 
Railroad, saia that within the last few days the 
tug-owners had made experiments with a smoke 
and spark-consumer that «1 been in success- 
ful operation for a year». ‘ne road that he rep- 
resented, and that the Heuith Department was 
convineed they could be used with eqaal sub- 
cess on the vessels. After the fine had been im- 
posed Judge Dea born stated that he would 
guarantee the fulfillment of tne agreement or 
the payment of the $50. The other defendants 
that were present on bebalf of the tugmen 
were Mr. Armstrong, attorney for the Ch:cago 
& Eastern Lilinois allroad. and Messrs. Kneip 
and Exline. 

Smoke-Inspector Murki gives it as bis opinion 
that the consumers used on the Chicago & Alton 
Road will answer all purposes, and serve to 
abate the nuisance. This opinion is shared by 
Heaith-Commissioner De Wolf, who thinks the 
arrangement is an excellent one. The tug-own- 
ers seem satistied with the agreement which has 
been made, but think at present they are being 

ushed a little bard, as the city is collecting the 

25 license imposed upon them by the Council. 

A TRIBUNE reporter called at the Chicago & 
Alton Railroad offices, and from Judge Cory dou 
Beck with, the General Solicitor of the company, 
he gieaned the following information in regard 
to its smoke consumer: The Chicago & Alton 
uses the Slope device, which is a bydro-carbon 
process, embracing superbeated steam and pe- 
troleum. It consists of an injector in two shells, 
one around the other, the injector being of bat- 
wing shape, one sheil having petroicum and the 
other superbeated steam. he petroleum com- 
ing in contact with the superheated steam is at 
once formed into a vapor, and the heat of 
the fire being no greater than the heat 
of the gas produced, ail! are con- 
sumed together. The Master Mechanic 
of the road reported on its utility. It saves 25 
per cent in fuel; it costs only $50 or less to put 
it on a furnace, and it seems to answer all pur- 

ses. it meets all the requirements of the 
city ordinance and is satisfactory to the com- 

ny. It is now in use on nine of the company’s 
ocomotives and will be put on more. With it 
any kind of soft coal cau be used and nearly all 
its heating properties saved.

A Series of Terrific Explesions Occur 
in the Rolling-Mills at South 


Chicago. 


A Water-Tank Suddenly Shattered by 
the Collapse of Forty Tons of 
Molten Iron. 


Eight Men Make Up the List of the Injured, 
and Death Threatens Three of the 
Victims. 


The inhabitants of the Town of South Chi- 
cago were startled at 6:30 o'clock yesterday 
morning by a series of terrific explosions in the 
rolling-mills located at that place. A reporter 
visited the scene yesterday afternoon, but was 
unable to gain admission to the mills owing to 
the fact that an officer had been stationed at the 
gate with orders from the officers of the North 
Chicago Rolling-Mill Company to permit uo one 
to enter without a pass. The fact that at least 
eight men had been injured by the explosion, 
one of them fatally, through alleged criminal 
carelesness, did not, in the estimation of the 
managers of the company, justify them in re- 
laxing their rigorous rule long enough to per- 
mit representatives of the press to inspect the 


wrecked furnace, and endeavor to learoa on 
whom the blame for the explosioa should fall. 
THE EXPLOSION. 

The reporter, however, succeeded in inter- 
viewing several workmen beionging to the night 
gang who were off duty. While he was 80 en- 
gaged Mr. Wiliiam Thorp, the company’s pay- 
master, took occasion to caution a South Chi- 

citizen not to divulge any information 
that be might be possessed of. It was learned 
that the explosion occurred at the time the 
night gang was being replaced by the day gang. 
Ine night watchman discovered a water- 
pipe was leaking, which brought the water in it 
in contact with we vase of furnace No. 6. One of 
the biast-pipes had also become clogged. 
the exterior of the furuace was tting over- 
heated water was poured on it to keep it cool, 
and the men, of whom there were about 0 ia 
the room, were warned to keep away. Of a sud- 
den the thirty-five or forty togs of molten slag 
and iron in interior of t furnace burst 
inte the irou water-tank at the base of the fur- 
nace. The result was a loud explosion, quickly 
succeeded by the bursting of several small 
water-pipes supplied by the tank, and three or 
four more explosions within the furnace. Sev- 
eral large pieces of the tank, weighing from 100 
to 300 pounds, were buried a distance of 200 feet, 
and smaller pieces of iron were éecattered in 
every direction, as was the molten iron which 
was forced out of the furnace. The roof of the 
building in the immediate vicinity of the fur- 
nace was blown away. When the molten iron 
was set free it came in contact with the water 
tlowing from the ruptured pipes, and the result 
was that an immense volume of steam was 
formed and forced through the biast-pipe into 
the eugine-room, causing one or more of the 
subsequent explosions spoken of. Not- 
withstanding the warning given to the 
men, fullyifty_of them were unable to get out 
of the room, which is said to be 300 by 100 feet 
in dimensions, before the disaster occurred. In 
consequence eight of the men received more or 
less serious burns and other injuries. 

THE VICTIMS. 

Joseph Onions, lead- pipe fitter of the furnace, 
was standing immediately in front of it at the 
time. He was buried to the ground, and while 
he lay there was badly burned about the face, 
head, body, arms, and legs by the escaping 
steam and molten iron that rained down upon 
bim. He was also cat on the left temple by a 
piece of flying iron. He was taken to bis home, 
near the corner of Ninetieth and Green Bay 
streets, where he was attended by Dr. Larkin, 
who d4nformed the reporter that there was 
scarcely any hope for his recovery. Onions is 20 
years of age, married, and the father of three 
children. He worked for the company since be 
was 9 years of age, and is said to have been 
steady and faithful at all Times. 

Dennis Wilsey, married and father of two 
children, was burned on the back, shoulders, 
arm, and foot, but his injuries are not consid- 
ered necessarily fatal. 

Jobn Zindinski, married, was severely burned 
on the body and face. Dr. Larkin was of the 
opinion that witb proper care be would recover. 
He was taken to the County Hospital. 

Oscar Oieson, 23 years of age and single, had 
one of his hands split by a piece of iron and was 
slightiy burned. 

John Dougberty, married, received a painful 
burn on the waist, but will recover. 

Henry Creeley, a singie man, aged 48 years, 
was siightly burned on the fuceand head and 
had the middle finger on his right hand broken. 

Peter Harington and a man known as 
“ Frenchy received injuries of minor impor- 
tance, 


AN UNSAFE FURNACE. 

Several of the workmen said that it had been 
known for two weeks past that the furnace was 
not in proper condition to be operated, aud that 
an explosion which. according to the program, 
was to “go off eas.“ was expected to take 
place at any time. e men employed in the 
room, they said, had received insiructions to be 
on the alert and ready to lee when told to do so 
by the watchman, whose duty it was to note 
the indications. Ata late hour yesterday even- 
ing this statement was discu in the saloons 
and other piaces frequented by the company’s 
employés, who had ftinisbed their allotted tasks 
as members of the day squad. It was repeated 
by many of them, who ciaimed to have been 
forewarned of the expected explosion. It 
seems, if the statement is true, that the man- 
agers of the company’s miils miscaicu- 
lated when they congratulated them- 
selves that it would “go off easy.“ 
One man almost ready to be turned over to the 
undertaker by a sorrowing wife and three small. 
heipiess children,and two others with them posasi- 
bility of a speedy demise staring the in the face, 
to say nothing of those who received lesser in- 
juries, are the fruits of such miscalculation, if 
made as stated. Severai thousand dollars’ worth 
of damage was done to the furnace and roof. 

Some of the empioyés of the company appear 
to be disgruntied, and state that the company 
does not extend finaciai aid to those who are in- 
jured in its service. But as the best of feeling 
does not exist between the company and its em- 
ploy és, the statements of the latter must be ta- 
ken with allowance, 
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RELIGIOUS. 


Dr. Herrick Johnson to Resicn. 

The Fourth Presbyterian Church is to lose its 
pastor, the Kev. Herrick Johnsoa,who will tend- 
er his resignation, it is understood, Sunday 
morning. Very few of the congregation are 
aware of bis intention, and the announcement 
of the fact will be a great surprise to nearly all 
of them. There is no trouble whatever between 
Dr. Johnson and his flock; on the contrary, their 
relations could not be pleasanter than they are. 
The only reason for his leaving them is said to 
be his desire to devote his whole time to work 
in the Theological Seminary, where he bas been 
filling the Chair of Sacred Rhetoric and 
Pastoral Theology. He has held this position 
really ever since he came to Chicago, three 
years ago, and, indeed, accepted the pastorship 
because he was at the same time given this 
piace, he bolding, when he accepted the cali of 
the Fourth Church, a similar chair at Auburn. 

One of the officers of the church stated to a 
TRIBUNE reporter last eveuing that Dr. Johnson 
telt it to be his duty, all things considered, to 
accept the Professorship at the sem- 
inary, which had been offered him 
two or tbree times before. He had 
found it impossible to carry the burdens of both 
the pastorate and the Professorship, and, being 
obliged to relinguisb one or the other, bis choice 
was the latter, where his intluence would be 
wider indirectiy and more permanent. He had 
soid his resideace at the corner of Cass and Su- 
perior streets, and would build a bome near the 
other Professors’ houses at the seminary. 

Noone knows when the resignation is to take 
effect, but perhaps not until the Ist of September, 
in order to give the vongregation time to look 
around for asuccessor. Some eminent man will 
doubtiess be selected, since the pulpit bas been 
occupied by Prof. Swing and Dr. Johnson, and 
the church is one of the largest and wealthiest 
of the denomination in the city. 


An Ecclesiastical Council of the Congre- 
gational Church. 

An ecclesiastical council was held last even- 
ing at the First Congregational Church for the 
purpose of examining Mr. Stowe Sawyer, a 
graduate of the seminary, who has been iabor- 
ting at the Northwest Branch. In accordance 
with the custom of this denomination, the coun- 
cil was composed of delegates consisting of the 


clergy and laymen of the various churches, 
whose duty it was to propound theological ques- 
tions and theories to determine the orthodoxy 
of the candidate.

A Woman at Springfield, II., Defeated 
In Several Attempts at Black malling, 
Leaves the Town. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 22.—[Spectal.]—A suit 


brought against Represeotative Cleveland, of 


Rock Island, on the day of the adjournment of 
che Legislature, by a woman named Henlin, bas 
attracted some atten uon. A year ago this 
woman called on a prominent physician of this 
city for treatment, and represented herself as a 
married lady. Sbe then made attempts to in- 
volve him in circumstances by which biackmail 
might be extorted, and he forbade further visits 
from her. The physician knew nothing more of 
the woman until he was called a few days ago 
to attend a patient and found nis 
former office customer and by no means 
in need of medical assistance.

Physician, Novelist, ‘and Poet, 

That difficult thing—a just estimate of a 
living writer—seems to have become an ac- 
complished fact in the life of Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, which is fresh from the accom- 
plished peh of William Sloane Kennedy. In 
a prefatory note the author says thut his 
work is not limited by the rigid requirements 
of a technical ography, but “is designed 
to serve as a treasury of information ®on- 
cerning the ancestry, childhood, college-life, 
professional and literary career, and social 
surrounding of him of whom: it treats, as 
well as to furnish a careful Critical study of 
his works.” This fraak announcement dis- 
arms the only unfavorable criticism to which 
Mr. Kennedy’s scholarly work is open—i. e., 
a superabundance of detail. Among many 
interesting particulars of young Oliver’s 
schol-life occurs a pen-portrait of Margaret 
Fuller as a girl, given in the poet’s own 
striking words: 

Her air to ber schoolmates was marked by acer- 
taiu stateliness and distance as if she bad other 
thoughts than theirs and was not 

- Tail, fair-complexioned, 

watery. agua-marine lustre 

light eyea, whicb she used 

to make small, as one does who looks at the 
sunsbine. A remarkable point about her was 
that long, flexible neck, arching and undulat- 
ing in strange, sinuous movements, which one 
who loved her would compare to those of a 
swan, and ove who ioved her not to those of the 
ophidian who tempted our common mother. 
Her talk was affivent, magisteriai—de haut en 
bas, some would say euphuistic—but surpass- 
ing the talk of women in breadth and audacity. 


Her face kindied, and reddened, and dilated in 
every feature as she spoke. ad 


Mr. Kennedy paints. for us in glowing 
colors the poet’s Cambridge home as one 
ideally perfect in its way: the “old yellow, 
hip-roofed” mansion, consecrated by his- 
torical memories, “surrounded by flowers, 
and trees, and gardeus—breathed over twice 
a day by the sweet breath of the sea ”’—that 
is already 160 years old, yet guod for another 
century if properly cared for. Then we see 
the college-student pass successfully as well 
as successively from private shool to Phil- 
lips Academy, and from thence to Harvard 
in 1825. From 189 to 1898 Holmes studied 
medicine with several of the leading medi- 
eal lights of Boston. From 1833 to 1835 he 
pursued his studies in Europe, chiefly in 
Paris. In 1836, after his return from abroad, 
Holmes published the first callection of his 
poems—there being forty-five in all. In 
speaking of this volnme Mr. Kennedy i 
cidentally touches upon a pathetic under- 
current which few would have guessed to 
lurk beneath the laughter and jest of Lin- 
coln’s busy, practical life. Having spoken 
of that beautiful stanza in The Last Leaf 

The mossy marbles rest 
On the lips that de has prest 
In their bloom, 
And the names he loved to hear 


Have been carved for many a year 

On the tom 
as one that Mr. Lincoln once quoted to a 
friend, with the comment that it was to him 
“inexpressibly touching,” Mr. Kennedy 
adds: “Poor Lincoln! was he thinking of 
that lonely grave of his first love far away 
in Lilinois? ‘O leannot endure the thought 
of her lying out there with the sturms beat- 
ing upon her,’ he said.“ 

In 1886, also, Holmes received from Har- 
vard College his degree of M. D. His biog- 
rapher very pertinently says: “It goes 
without saying that a young man with the 
finest medical education that the worid could 
offer, related to ‘the first families’ of Bos- 
ton, engaging in manners, and popular with 
both sexes, would receive a warm welcome 
as a practitioner.”’ On the 16th of June, 1840. 
the young pliysician married Miss Amelia 
Lee Jackson, daughter of the Hon. Charles 
Jackson. At the residence, No. 8 Mont- 
gomery place, which the happy couple first 
occupied, and in which they dwelt for twenty 
sunny years, were born Dr. Holmes’ three 
chiladren—Oliver Wendell Jr., now Justice 
of the Supreme Court of Mapssactfsetts; 
Amelia Jackson, now Mrs. Sargent; and Ed- 
ward Holmes. like his brother a lawyer. 

Dr. Holmes closed his career as a prac- 
ticing physician in the latter part of the year 
1847, when he accepted the Chair of Anat- 
omy and Physiology in the Harvard Medical 
School—a sition he held continuously 
from that date until the autumn of 1882— 
thirty-five years. In 182 the Doctor deliv- 
ered his first course of lectures in other 
cities: they were on “ The English Poets of 
the Nineteenth Century.” In November, 
1857, appeared in the Atlantic Monthly the 
first installment of The Antocrat of the 
Breaktast- Table.“ which Mr. Kennedy pro- 
nounces to be “a combination of poetry, 
psychical introspection, and practical philos- 
ophy, frradiated by delicate wit, gay hu- 
mor, and irresistible drollery.“ 

In criticising Dr. Holmes as a novelist, his 
reviewer displays a justice and acumen of 
no common order in critics. The lack of 
technical qualifications, the shrewd analyses 
of character, the pronounced ‘underlying 
theory of heredity, the tencency to exagger- 
ation in minor parts, the suggestion of 
„ horse-play ”’ about much of its humor, the 
prevailing “ physiological atmosphere, with a 
whiff now and then from the peculiar medi- 
cated air of the pliysician's office ’’—each deli- 
eate and crude characteristic of Holmes’ 
novels is perceived and weighed with equal 
impartiality. Mr. Kennedy, with the same 
unfaltering honesty, notes the grave defect 
in allof Holmes’ fiction—the low plane of his 
feminine types. Writing on this point the

will do. 

As to the prominent trait which Holmes 
develops with such delicious frankness— 
vanity; and that less amusing one which 
Harriet Preston, in “ Aspendale,” vigorously 
terms “ snobbish ess — his absurd Boston- 
ish talk about “ the sifted few,” “‘we ton 
folks,” “the Brahmin caste,” and its re- 
verse, “the large-handed bumpkins,” “the 
ungloved.“ ete.—Mr. Kennedy speaks but 
simple truth in saying that In this matter 
of family and caste he is the most badly-bit- 
ten man we know.“ In this connection, too, 
Mr. Kennedy is moved to utter some elo- 

vent words of rebuke, such as the clannish 

stonian spirit may ponder to its protit be 
fore the heaven calm” of its exclusive- 
ness hardens into a petrified specimen of ob- 
solete form. 

Asa scientist Dr. Holmes has done much 
memorable work. His Boylston prize dis- 
sertation on Indigenous Intermittent 
Fever“ is well known to physicians.

Concerning the Professor’s well-known an- 
tipathy to what he firmly believes to be all 
humbu g—namely: Homeopathy, his biog- 
rapher laughingly says: Now. if you put 
a humbug and Dr. Holmes in 392 
you are sure to have a lively fight.“ the 
second of the two famous lectures on Ho- 
meopathy and Its Kindred Delusions,’-de- 
livered in ton in 1842, Mr. Kenndy speaks 
with impassioned admiration: “It is con- 
ceived and written in a vein of noble scorn, 
and the thought le poured out along the 
pages with a lucidity, pungency of satire, 
and cogent understatement that give to the 
performance the velocity and penetrating 
force of a cannon-shot. Nor did Dr. Holmes 
confine his attacks to the enemy. Only four 
years after the above lectures were deliv- 
ered he startled his brother physicians 
with a severe stricture upon many of 
the Allopathic methods, in an address deliv- 

before the Massachusetts Medical Soci- 
ety. in Boston, May 30, 1860. This was a vig- 
orous onslaught upon the excessive use of 
drugs in medical practice. As an instance 
of the downright opposition offered by the 
Doctor in this treatise, nothing could be 
truer to the spirit of the whole than his as- 
sertéon about— 

One of, the superstitions of the medical 
practice, that a coated tongue invariably shows 
that the stomach needs an evacuant. But the 
condition of the tongue it no guide to that of 
the stomech, which is covered witha different 
kind of epithelium, and furnished with entirely 
different secretions. A silversmith wil) for $1 
make a small Ave, of soltd'silver, which will last 
for centuries, and will give a patient more com- 
fort, used forthe removul of the accumuldted 
epithelium and fungue-growths which coneti- 
tute the “fur,” than many a prescription with a 
split-footed R before it, addressed to the 
parts out of reach. 

Speaking of the misplaced trust which 
even so eminent a man as Dr. Benjamin 
Rush placed iu powerful remedies, Dr. 
Holmes thinks it perhaps natural that a peo- 
ple who insist on out-fighting, out-sailing, 
and generally checkmating ali creation 
should prefer “heroic” practice. What 
wonder“ he exclaims humorously, “ that 
the Stars-and-Stripes wave over doses of 
ninety grains of sulphate of quinive, and 
that the American eagle screams with de- 
light to see three drams of calomel given at 
a single mouthful.”’ 

Besides the appendix with its accurate 
notes, Mr. Kennedy has added a delightful 
chapter composed of selections, chiefly brill- 
iant paragraphs and mots from fugitive or 
uncopyrighted publications of Holmes. Per- 
haps the bestamong these scintillations is 
that which occurs in a letter read at the cen- 
tennial dinner of the Massachusetts Medical 
Society: It a doctor has the luck to find 
outa new malady, it is tied to his name like 
a tin kettle to a dog’s tail, and he goes clat- 
tering down the highway of fame to posterity 
with his A¢olian attachment following at his 
heels.“ . 

The adi irable and striking portrait of Dr. 
Holmes which prefaces this biography but 
completes the sum of its wealth as one of 
the most delightful volumes yet written 
about a living American.

What Dickens was to Londen, or Brete 
Harte to the Pacitic Slope, is Mr. George W. 
Cable to New Orleans and its ancient fas- 
cinations. The pathetic beauty of its quada- 
roon caste; the arrogance, the ignorance, 
and the chivalry of its haughty ereoles; the 
languor, the sweetness, and the evil of their 
ways—each difficult phase of an exclusive 
and seciuding circle is portrayed by Mr.

Prof. Rawiinson controverts 
the alleged high antiquity of man from a his- 
torical standpoint, and presents many reasons 
for the conclusion that the origin of our race 
can hardly be dated back more than 7,000 or 8400 
years betore the present time. 

“The Ladies Lindores,” Mrs. Oliphant’s 
latest novel. is characterized by the same atten- 
tion to detail, the same caim observation of 
place and person, which are emiventiy potice- 
able in all her previous works. Mrs. Oliphant 
has no beroine, no hero, in the romantic sense 
in wbich those words are usually understood. 
Her Lords and Countesses go through their daily 
and often commo piace round of duties with as 
many. though widely diffceresat, trials, annny- 
ances, and defeats as beset the ambitions or 
common folk. The very atmosphere of this, as 
of all ber books, is a placid British air of de- 
corum.

300 pages, and is judicious and thorough It 
wili serve as a good preparation for the forth- 
coming revised version of the Oid Testament.

Electric Motor for Balicons 

M. G. Tissandier has described to the Paris 
Academy of Science his new electrical motor 
for balloons. It consists of a screw propel- 
ler with two helicoidal blades nearly ten feet 
in diameter, a Siemens dynamo-electrical 
machine of new design, and a light bichro- 
mate-of-potash battery. It is intended to 
propel an eiongated balloon of about 1,000 
cubic yards capacity. The frame of the 
screw propeller weighs fifteen and a haif 
pounds, is stretched with silk varnished with 
India-rubber lacquer, and kept taut by steel- 
wire stretchers. The dynamo-electric ma- 
chine has four electro-magnets ig the el 
cult; and the frame parts are of cast 
sv as to bring the weignt down to 
pounds.

owners of good watches to avuid necessity 
of such experiments. 

Dr. C. C. Abbott has shown that the autum- 
nal habits of certain animals, that are populariy 
supposed to be indicative of the cbaracter of 
the coming winter, cannot be depended upon: 
altbeugh, by the majority of the people living 
in the country, they were considered as sure 
indications of what the winter would prove to 
be.

This suggests a few questions farmers ma 
rhaps profitably consider. One question 
: Do farmers try to learn the true value 
of the ten votes they might oppose to the 
seven belonging to those of al! other occu pa- 
tions? A vast number of farmers appear 
unwilling to study the political situation, 
even so far as they might do so by the aid of 
one of two goud newspapers. A by no 
means iusigniticant number refuse to read 
even the one | paper which labors espe- 
cially for the interests of their own locality, 
which it is plainly their duty to support. 
Tie knowledge such men have of politics 
is gained by discussion with or by listening 
to the able statesman of the barroom: or 
the crossroads grocery, supplemented per- 
haps by a study of the lore of the 
weekly story-papers. Can they act in con- 
cert, even to the extent of securing for them- 
selves by simple and direct means a system 
of good and permanently passable highways, 
by which they would save more than rail- 
roads have ever extorted ? 
They seem to have never given proof of 
much cohesive power in this or any other 
direction. Few, indeed, are the laws passed 
tor the benefit of agriculture, and of those 
that have many have been secured by united 
and-harmenious etiortg of farmers unaidetl 
by townspeople whom the proposed law 
would benefit. Would the ten farmers whom 
farmers might send to Congress or to the 
Legisiature serve the agricultural interests 
dettet than the protessional politicians 
do whom they ue send? To even suggest 
the difliculties which an honest aud hwuor- 
able farmer would meet it brought into 
conflict with the always*acute, often un- 
scrupulous politician would be to file chap- 


ters. 

Would farmers, if they could, make wiser 
and more equitable laws than have been 
made by those who have been the law- 
makers? Among farmers there are wany 
noble and able men, but it will not be denied 

few who have made farming the chief 
business of their lives have ever become 
widely known as law-givers. , 

if they could, by the enactment of a law, 
secure the same payment per hour for hard 
work—by which severe manual labor was 
probably meant—that is demanded for brain- 
Work, would they be wise or just in so do- 
ing? In its savage state, the world honored 
brute courage only when supported by brute 
force. Muscle was master, but the world 
long ago learned that all progress, all com- 
forts, all luxuries which go to make life de- 
sirable are the result of brain-work, some- 
times guiding and directing Simple brute 
force; more often guiding skilled fingers, 
which, by quickening senseless fron, and 
wood, and Water, drive great steamers with 
tireless energy rushing through thou- 
of miles of stormy seasr or 
with the strength of a hundred 

iants drag long, heavily-laden trains over 
high mountaing and across wide plains. 
Brain can doa thousand things more than 
muscle can accomplish. This is as true of 
the work of the farm as it is of any other 
work, and proof of the fact is furnished by 
the countless and tireless machines now at 
work on the farms iu all parts of the civil- 
ized world. 

It is nonsense to s@y that other classes prey 
upon the farmer. Who made it possible to 
reap and thrash a hundred times as much in 
a given time as a farm laborer could reap or 
thrash? ‘Who, by making passable and per- 
manent highways over which great loads 
might be haulgtat high speed and low cos 
made possible the development of fruitfu 
farms where but for these results of brain- 
work there would yet be a wilderness? Did 
men who spent their Gers in the labpr of the 
farin do these things-which have lightened 
the toll and increased the comforts of farm 
life and reduced so materially the cost and 
risk of farm operations? In almost every 
instance the improvements have been 
brought about by the brain-work of some 
member of the classes Which, if Justice tells 
the truth, prey upon the farmer,“ 

Few are the farmers who would not smile 
at the puny, awkward, and quickly-exhaust- 
ed efforts of a Sumner or as Stevens to swing 
the scythe or to stow away in the choking 
mow the heavy green hay. ‘The farnerwiti 
muscle toughened by toit would make iight 
ot u task which would in afew minutes en- 
tirely exhaust an intellectual giant, whose 
brain might easily move the minds of mill- 
ions of mem with brains. undeveloped by 
hard use. The world has long recognized 
the superiority of mind over muscle, and it 
is absurd to taJk of securing as high pay for 
hard, muscular labor as brain-work will con- 
tinue to command. But there are many rea- 
sons why farmers should try and secure 
those rights to which they are in jus- 
tice entitied: and they can do 80 
only by so exercising the mind as to make 
themselves equal to the requirem ents of the 
hour, able to cove successfuily with the pro- 
fessional man, the politician, and the specu- 
lator. When this shall have been done, as it 
can be, then farmers can combine ina 
compact body, can codperate, can stand by 
one another, and if they do so can rule the 
world.“ But itis well to look the situation 
squarely in the face, realize clearly that an 
immense amount of hard work must be done 
before they will be able to rid themselves of 
the incubus resting upon them as a class. 
The Grange has done much to awaken chem 
to the needs of the hour, but the agricultural 
college, the common schools, books, and 
newspapers can and should do far =

Market Reports aud Their Zelstion to 
Farmers. 

A well-known Boston wool house advises 
its correspondents to “let farmers compete 
in their efforts to sell and you will beina 
fair way to buy at safe prices. The moment 
your neighbors get excited and run prices 
up let them have the wool. Your turn will 
come.” The circumstances which seem to 
have led the house to give this advice are 
thug described. “Complaints of over pro- 
duction are evideniiy well founded, The 
stoppage of many large mills seems to be the 
only feasible remedy, and it is now under- 
stood that this policy is to be adopted. The 
stock of old wool in Eastern markets is un- 
questionably limited, but small as it is there 
is more than enough to supply the demand; 
and as the new | by which the duty on 
foreign woolis redu@ed about three cents per 
pound goes into effect on the Ist day of Jaly, 
the present stock will soon be increased by 
a large amount of wool that is now held iu 
bond. Sales of fleeces barely comprise 
enough to warrant quotations, and prices 
must be regarded as nominal with adown- 
ward tendency. In view of this condition of 
business, it is apparent that wool dvalers 
cannot buy the new clip until farmers are 
willing to recognize the situation and to sell 
their wool for what itis worth, We earnest- 
ly advise our friends not to be deceived by 
any local or temporary competition in the 
matter of purchases.”’ 

There may be in the facts warraht enough 
for the counsel given; it is unquestionably 
true that almost every circular or other mar- 
ket report published, except perhaps those 
of operators in the great grain, meat, cotton, 
and other speculative exchanges, are almost 
always so written as to bear the market 
whenever there is not very good reason for

When planted in this way, the plauts are 

cultivated; light and air freely circu- 
late {n every part. The tomatoes being thus 
favored grow very large, being 80 far 
above ground, are free from ‘dirt, and all 
washing and cleaning are avoided. They are 
ready for market when * When there 
is nota suitable brauch formed near 
ground, one stalk is wound around the 
stake, and does very well. When the stalks 
reach the top ot the stake they are not al- 
lowed to go higher. On plants set out in 
this climate about the last of April or first of 
May the first ripe fruit appears about the 
middle of July, and growth of vine and yield 
of fruit tontinue until frost kills leaves, 
usually three months of ripening. 

The correspondent who furnishes an_ac- 
count of the above plan to the Country Gen- 
tleman says that his neighbor has “in a 
good growing season picked from half a 
bushel to tiuree pecks from each average 
stake, and no larg-r or smoother tomatoes 
than his appear mm market. He also tells me 
that he would rather have the stakes taller 
than sborter. In this way of training the 
stakes, the fruit is ripe two weeks earlier 
than by the low way of training. ob- 
ject of this trimming is to induce growth of 
fruit ins ead of unnecessary brauches. When 
the stalks are in rapid growth, trimming is 
needed once in ten or twelve days. In this 
way he has raised at the rate of 1,200 to 1,500 
bushels per acre.” 


An Insect Enemy of the Strawberry. 

Prof. G. II. French describes an itsect 
which was found eating the strawberries of 
a neighbor of his as a myriapod. a species of 
vhilopod, related to the centipede of the 
Southern States, It did little if any injury 
to green berries or to the vines, but was 
found in the ripest, softest fruit, the whole 
interior being sometimes eaten out. He 
found them only ina patch which had been 
set to berries for several years. He says: 1 
think | have seen the same insect in my cel- 
ery every winter when it is banked up for 
bieaching and to be kept through the winter. 
It is a slender, brown worm, many jointed, 
a Single pair of feet to each joint, and two or 
three inches long. My impression is that 
tnis species usually feeds on soft or partially 
decayed vegetable tissues, and is attracted to 
the strawberry because of its soft condition. 
The mulching ot strawberries for the winter 
oreven the leaves and weeds in the same 
place for several winters would be conda- 
ctive to their development. 

It seems to me the only remedies necessary 
are more frequent ar closer picking, so that 
the fruit does not get overripe, and not 
planting strawbeyries on the same ground 
again till some Other crop has been raised 
that will leave the ground bare during the 
winter. 
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The Cheat Question Again. 

Quincy, Ia., June 17.— [Editor of The 
Tribune. II see that in your issue of June 
6 the question is again raised as to wheat 
turning to cheat. Did any farmer who never 
had wheat sown on his farm ever have cheat 
grow on it? If cheat is in the ground, wet 
or dry, hot or cold, some seasons cheat will 
grow if there has not been a grain of wheat 
sown on the farm. 

I say wheat turns to cheat. Let any man 
sow fall wheat and, pasture it through the 
winter, and he will have cheat. Stock will 
nip off the main germ or top, or, when the 
ground is frozen, will tramp it off. The 
roots being alive and green start new buds, 
and they bring forth cheat. Sow fall wheat 
where water will overflow the first week in 
May and stay one week over the growing 
crop, and see what a fine crop of cheat you 
wili have. The water drowns and the sun 
scaids the main germ of wheatg the roots 
throw up what 1 call sucker sprouts, and 
they yield cheat, or chess. _ GRANGER. 


Notes About Husbandry.

In some parts of Lilinois the cherry crop 
is good; in others the trees bear less than bait a 
crop, and the few now on the trees are inferior 
trum. 


The tomato crop in Union County, Llinois, 
promises to be most abundant this season. The 
Anna Farmer and Frutt-Grower says that ata 
low estimate over 250,000 one-third-busbel boxes 
will be required for the crop. 


In the Ohio Farnter a correspondent rec- 
ommends growing potatoes under a covering of 
straw, put on about the time the tops are com- 
ing through. The covering keeps the ground 
moistinu dry time. The straw was put on in 
some instances to a depth of ten to twelve 
inches, 


The Nebraska State Board of Agriculture 
offers as a premium for the best yield of corn 
per ucre, and not less than eighty-six busbeis to 
the acre, $100. Hest ten acres of spring wheat, 
and not less than twenty-tive busbeis to the 
acre, $50. Best ten acres of outs, not less than 
eighty busneis So the acre, $50. Best yield of 
Irish potatoes, not less than forty busbeils to the 
acre, $15.

An orchard 
witha large number of varieties demands in- 
cessant work aud constant anxiety.

The young cattle and 
sheep eat it freely and prefer it to the best corn- 
fodder. Though an inferior crop, it pays for the 
labor of taking it off bis meadow-land. He tous 

revents any weeds from going to seed o bis 
and and has nice clean hay the following year. 
He further ciaims that grass is benetited by the 
mowing, as the lana is not taxed with the weed- 
crop maturing seed, abd t young grass is 
stronger for having the stubble and teoeh re- 
moved. The grass stands better the tax of heat 
and drougot, which is most trying at that season 
of the year.

ter and Joliet Penitentiaries 
for the Care of the 


Federal Convicts. 


Jor tur. IIl., June 22.—[Special.)}—An in- 
teresting three-cornered fight has been going 
on for some time between the Joliet and 
Chester penitentiaries and the Department 
of Justice at Washington, whieh not onty 
illustrated the useless extravagance aud evil 
effects resulting from the constraction and 
maintaining of a second State penjtentiary, 
but is characteristically indicative of 
scandalous star-route method of administer- 
ing justice from the Attorney-General's 
department at Washington. | 

At the time the Chester penitentiary was 
inaugurated, the crowded condition 
of the prison at Joliet was given as 
a’ reason for the necessity of the 
second penitentiary. Yet there was one 
vacant eell- house. with 100 cells, in the north 
wing at the Joliet prison, while the 900 cells 
in the east and west wiugs were not all full, 
nor were the various contractors fully sup- 
plied with the number of convicts for which 
their contracts called. Still the Chester 
prison was built and 200 of the Joliet con- 
victs transferred to it. As a natural conse- 
quence, the contracts for prisoners at Joliet 
became more depleted, till the contractors 
became urgent in their demands for more 
prisoners. To add to the dearth of convic 
the Southern counties, taking in nearly hal 
the territory of the State, were cut off and 
assigned to Chester as the soarce of . 
of that prison trom which to draw convicts. 

SHORTAGE AT JOLIET. 

Finally the demand at Joliet for convicts 
to fill contracts became peremptory. The 
State was liable for damage and breach of 
contract. ‘To appease the contractors a por- 
tion of the territory ep ~'y to Chester was 
reassigned ja Joliet. But this would not 
suffice, in his dilema between State and 
contractor caused by this demand for con- 
vict labor the Warden, Maj. MeClaughry, 
after a trip to Washington and considerable 
negotiation, succeeded in having an order 
issued from the Attorney-General’s office 
for the assigninent of ali United States pris- 
oners to the Joliet Penitentiary, the Govern- 
ment to pay 2 cents per day per con- 
viet for clothing, guarding, and sub- 
sistence, the State to subject them 

the same treatment other 
convicts received, and receive in turn the 
benefit ef their labor. It was understood 
generally that the Joliet Penitentiary was 
one of the model penal institutions in this 
country, and on this account the order for 
the assignment of United States convicts to 
it was easily procured. Meanwhile the 
count at the Chester prison had run down 
from over 300 to a little over 200 con- 
victs. by reason of a slice of their 
territor having been assigned back 
to Joliet. At the same time the count at Jol- 
let kept steadily decreasing, even with the 
Gov@rnment prisoners coming in, which 
number pever exceeded 100, so that the count 
could not be kept up to the de- 
mands of the contracto Nor did 
it compensate by one-quarfer for the 
territory taken by Chester. Both the Joliet 
prison authorities and contractors, however, 
while quiétly cursing the Chester Prison in 
suppressed tones, submitted to the want be- 
cause they saw no remedy. There had al- 
ready been alittle secret war between the 
two institutions, growing out of the alleged 
selection of all the worst dead-beats, cranks, 
and desperadoes at Jeliet to be taken to 
Chester. when it had been prepared for the 
reception of prisoners, and there was any- 
thing but pleasant feelings between the offi- 
cers of the two prisons, but it was studiously 
kept under the surface, Finally, however, 
the demand at Chester for convicts became 
as urgent as at Joliet, and citizens in 
large numbers had to be employed. 
The authorities were cognizant of the 
manner in which the Federal prisoners were 
treated in Joliet, and knew that the Govern- 
ment paid 25 ceuts per day each¥for their 
keeping. 

CHESTER’S ENTERPRISE. 

They conceived the idea of executing a fine 
stroke of policy which would outgeneral 
Joliet by making a bid to keep them free of 
expense to the Government. Commissioner 
Martin went to Washington, and, as is al- 
leged, with the assistance ot Senater Legan, 
made the point tor Chester. When the At- 
torney-General received his proposition, he 
was tacitiy agreeable to it. But to give his 
action the color of impartiality and interest 
to the Government, be decided to send out 
an iuspector to all the prisons in the diher- 
ent States in the Union. He put 
his decision into immediate effect by 
dispatching his inspecter, who went the 
rounds of ail the penitentiaries in short order. 
Singularly enough, when he had finished his 
tour of inspection and had summed up the 
merits and demerits of all the State penal 
institutions, net omitting Joliet. Albany, Au- 
burn, or Sing Sing he decided to report 
favorably on the diminutive, incomplete, and 
disorganized little stockade at Chester. His 
report stated that he found the Chester prison 
in point of diseipline, sanitary condition, and 
general management the bestof all. Whether 
he was an expert prison man is not known, 
but the managers and oflicers of the old 
time, renowned, and model prisons of 
the United States must have opened 
their eyes in astonishment to find 
that an Inspector of United States 
Prisons had awarded theSpaim te an unfin- 
ished prison, but two or three years old, and 
whose size corresponded well with its age, 
and whose eflticers were all rau and inex- 
perienced: This was, of course, the occa- 
sion of eonsiderable feeling between the au- 
thorities of the two IIlinois penitentiaries, 
and, added to the chill that already existed, it 
produced a decided frigidness. It has been 
kept ap, growing more and more demon- 
strative as time elapsed. As a matter of 
course the officers and contractors of the 
Chester Prison weg elated with the skill 
and success with whigh Chester had gained 
its point and taken the Joliet’s Federal pris- 
oners. But they were not to be permitted to 
enjoy in peace their sudden and newly-found 
celebrity.

INSIDE FACTS. 

A United States officer has disclosed to 
THE TRIBUNE correspondent a very interest- 
ing correspondence, not intended for pub- 
lic knowledge, which has been going on be- 
tween the Warden of the Chester Prison, 
Maj. Salter, and the Attorney-General at 
Washington. It relates to the treatment of 
the Federal prisoners in his charge. It 
should be borne in mind that both Inspector 
Haight, who examined the prison, ana 
Brewster Cameron, who has charge of Fed- 
eral criminal prosecutions, as well as the 
Attorney-General, are on record in favor of 
the Chester Prison. For when Pettit, the 
counterfeitef, and Holmes and elly 
the check-raisers, were on tria 
at St. Louis, United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Bliss handed Judge 
Treat a note from the Attorney-General 
alluding to the fact that Brewster Caméron 
had reported on Haight’s inspection of all 
the prisons in the country. and had found 
the welfare of Federal convicts and the ad- 
vancement of prison reform most satisfac- 
torily attended to at the Chester prison, And 
because that prison offered better facilities 
generally for the treatment and Keeping of 
prisoners, he advised that Federal prisoners 
thefeafter be sentenced to that institution. 
But Mr. Cameron proved captious. Early in 
the spring of the present year he found fault 
because the prisoners were ill-treated, and 
were not changed from one place to another 
whenever their work, did not agree with 
the convicts’ notions of ease and coyifort. 
Other complaints of a # # groundiess 
and trifling nature were made, whici 
would convince any ordinary prison man 
that Mr. Cameron was rather a novice as a 
prison disciplinarian. This fault-finding re- 
sulted inasharp correspondence between 
Warden Salter and Attorney-General Brew 
ster, the Warden intimating in unmistek- 
able terms that he’ and not the Atturnes.

A SANITARY WAR. 

The reflections on the sanitary condition of 
the prison at Joliet, alluded to, Were gen- 
tained in a special to a Chicago 
paper at the time it was decided to re- 
move the United States prisoners to Chester. 
It was stated that Inspector Haight, em- 

loyed by the United States Government to 
bok into the sanitary condition of the 
penitentiaries, discipline, government, etc., 
had completed a minute examination of the 
Chester prison, and had recommended_ that 
as that prison was superior to the Joliet 

rison the Government discontinue sending 
ts prisoners to Joliet thereafter and forward 
them to Chester. This was regarded as an 
open boast, and to the staid old model 
prison at Joliet was taken as a declaration 
of a war of extermination. hers alleged 
that the dispatch was inspired or 
sent by the management of the 
Che.ter prison, and that Mr. . Haight 
said nothing to warrant its in- 
ferences. The bristles of the management 
at Joliet have never been down since: They 
claim that if Mr. Haight had made the 
minute examination alleged he would have 
investigated the medical departments of the 
two penitentiaries for the last four years, 
which was not done. Notwithstand such 
a report and recommendation went to W ash- 
ington, gnd Chester gained its point. Why 
or by what special inducement is still 
shrouded in mystery. In the course of this 
unseemly row the authorities at Jviliet have 
not failed to make a good showing at Wash- 
ington, but with what effect remains to be 
seen. Nor have they failed to compare their 
medical reports with those of Chester. 
FIGURES. 


An examination of these proves that in the 
Chester prison from 1878 to 1880 the average 
J days’ labor lost from sickness was 17 out 
of every 1,000, while at tite Joliet prison 
there were but 10 to every 1,000. The death 
rate for the same period was 18. per 1,000 at 
Chester and 113¢ at Joliet.. Taking the re- 

rts of both institutions from 1880 to 18 8 

t is found that out of a daily average a 
Chester of 389 convicts 7.52 were constantly 
in hospital, While with a daily average at 
Joliet of 1,488 eonvicts there were but 4.55in 
hospital. This shows that in proportion to 
prison population Chester lost over six 
times as many days as Joliet by treat- 
ment in hospital. During the same 
period the death rate per 1,000 convicts 
was gong at Chester and but 14.35 at Joliet. 
The medical reports of tue two institutions 
show furthermore that during the four years 
from 1878 ta 1872 the following sumber of 
cases of fevers and other diseases due to or 
affected by miasma orclimatic poison were 
treated, according to the showing here given:

To an average prison population df 369 at 
Chester and 1,457 at Joliet, this shows six 
and a one-half cases at Chester to every one 
in Joliet. In view of the fact that the build- 
ings and sewers at Joliet are over a quarter 
ofacentury old, while at Chester they are 
new and should be perfect as to ventilation 
and — excellence, the above figures 
are somewhat suggestive. It is presumable 
that if the Chester offjcials and United States 
inspector had had knowledge of them, their 
modesty and prudence would have re- 
strained the officiais from showing up the 
sanitary condinon of theit institution in 
** specials,” and the Federal Inspector would 
have undoubtedly worded his recommenda- 
tion differently. But the fact is that the 
Chief Agents of the Department of 
Justice wanted to get the Federal convicts 
in a prison where discipline was not so rigid. 
so that they could dictate whether their 
treatment should be well or ill, or in other 
words a prison so pliable that they could 
handle it just to suit their own ideas of pris- 
on reform. he sanitary Pe was a mere 
excuse. But they have found Warden Salter 
a little’ firmer prison man than was antici- 
ted in one so young in prison matters. 
lence the cause of the war now going on be- 
tween them. It is quite natural that Joliet 
should improve the opportunity it afferds to 
get the prisoners back, not only for Ratis- 
faction it would afford in return for Ches- 
ter’s diplomacy in taking them away from 
Joliet, but because the latter is as badly in 
need of convicts as ever to fill the 
contracts. The inducement to the Govern- 
ment to send its prisoners to Chester be- 
cause that prison offered to feed, clothe, and 
1 wem free, might have cut some 
gure. but to say it was for sahitary and dis- 
ciplinary reasons is manifestly absurd, It is 
seen that the two perftentiaries are nut only 
a useless piece of extravagance but a pasitive 
drawback and hindranee, And the need of 
a general Government Penitentiary .is also 
manifestin this muddle. If the State were 
to send all its conviets to Joliet, as before, 
and convert the Chester Prison into a con“ 
vict insane asylum and hospital for sick and 
crippied convicts, to be oflicered by incom- 
petent officers and guards whose influential 
political friends make their retention 
on duty at the prisons a necessity, ; 
jungles, drawbacks, and bickerings would 
cease, there would be no trouble in supply- 
ing convict labor, and the general benefits ro- 
sulting from it would be more pereeptible. 
And witha United States Penitentiary the 
Governinent officials could prosecute and 
convict or not as they ed most né@ces- 
sary, and when convicted could favor or 
persecute according to the likes and dislikes 
of their political friends and enemies, while 
freeb®oters, bandits, coney men, And moon- 
shiners could revel in ease and comfort.

OFFICIAL CROP AND LIVE-STOCK BULLETIN. 


DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE AND STA- 


Tistics, WINNIPEG, June 19.—This bulletin 
is the first of a series which will be contin- 


ued regularly during the growing season of 


each year to convey to the public accurate 


reports of the acréage under cultivation, the 
prospects of the crop from month to month, 
the average and aggregate yields harvested, 
the number and condition of live stock, and 
other matters affecting farmers’ interests. 
This information is to be secured from vol- 
untary correspondents, as in the Province of 
Ontario and in the States of Lilinois, Ohio, 
Iowa, and elsewhere, where similar systems 
have worked with great suecess. 

Compilation and publication of accurate crop 
reports is a matter of vital interest to every 
farmer, and the assurances already receivea 
leave no doubt that in Manitoba the same 
spirit will be manifested as elsewhere, and 
that the cordial codperation of the agricult- 
ural community will be secured. 

It is estimated that there are about 4.50 set- 
tled townships in the Province. The ap- 
pointment of one resident in each will form an 
army of correspondents, whose reports when 
condensed and tabulated will be of 
enormous value. Satisfactory pro 
has already been made in obtaining 
the setvices of correspondents. In March 
the members of the Board of Agriculture 
were asked to recommgnd correspondents 
throughout their respective electoral divis- 
ions. All reported with the exception of the

A MOTHER'S WO. 


A Chapter Very Hare in the Mistory of 
the Memes of Ameries.

According- 
ly Monday, the lith inst., Mrs. Meyer was 
driven from her home by her daughter 
without a dollar of money or sufficient 
clothing, and without means of existence 
except by beging. Mrs. Meyer had an- 
other daughter residing in Pittsburg, 
and having no Other resort except to 
become an inmate of some county infirmary, 
she resolved to travel on foot to her daugh- 
ter’s, a journey of over 200 miles, and there 
claim an asylum during the few remaining 
years of her life. She accordingly set out 
from Marietta, and, after toiling faithfully 
tor four days and nights, begging food from 
farmhouses and in the little towus along the 
route, she arrived at Bridgeport the evening.

Grove rd d cost #1, 
COMMER ERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were less active 
yesterday than usual; indeed, they were much 
more quiet than ordinarily. The local crowd 
was disposed to rest after the excitement of 
nearly a week past, and there were not many 
orders to trade in futures, the outside worid 
seeming to be inclined to rest too. The general 
feeling was in the direction of bigher prices, the 
principal exception being oats, but there was 
not enough demand to take much stuff, and the 
trading was mostiy in the closing up of out- 
standing deals, with a good shipping demand for 
provisions and corn, but not muc for wheat. 
It was remarked that there was a better feeling, 
but that people were afraid to buy. This was 
scarcely true, unless ag there was a widespread 
belief that prices were too bigh previous to last 
Saturday's break, and some doubt that prices 
would bear a little further shrinkage without 
detriment to real values. 

Provisions were quiet and stronger. Pork ad- 
vanced 30c,and closed on 'Change Be above the 
latest prices of Thursday, at $17.07% bid for 
July and $17.25 for August. Lard advanced N. 
and closed at an improvement of 10c at $9.8) tor 
July and $9.90 for August. Meats advanced 
1260. and closed 50 higher, at $8.47% for July and 
$8.57% for August. There was little change in 
the tone of foreign advices, but the local bog 
market was firm, and there was little stutf on 
the market here, while bolders reported a con- 
tinuance of the demand for consumpdon, in-

‘cluding nearly 10,000 bris pork, some 10 car- 


loads middies, a round lot of shoulders, and con- 
siderable lard. The seaboard was disposed to 
sell futures rather than to buy, and there 
is reason to think that some selling 
orders were not executed, because 
there was not cnough demand to take the 
offerings. The tradmg was mostly in the direc- 
tion of evening up outstanding deais, which in- 
volved buying for one month and selling for 
another, to be done with the same party where 
that was possible. On the afternoon call tiie 
market was strong. Pork sold up Tic and 
short ribs 10c, while lard was tirmer. The sell- 
ing io the ufternoon was mostly of stuff bought 
earlier in the day at lower prices. The advance 
was due to the telegraphic reports of an active 
buying on 'Change for shipment, which brought 
if outside orders to buy futures. 

Fiour was dull and unchanged. There were 
some foreign orders in hand, but mostly limited 
below the views of boiders, and the loval trade 
was inactive. Coarse milistuffs were tame, witn 
a rather large supply. 

Wheat was quiet and generally firm. It ‘fell 
back %@%c early in the day, then turned, and 
closed on "Change %c above the latest prices of 
Toursday, at $1.05% asked for July and $1.08 
asked for August, with $1.09% bid for Septem- 
ber. The British markets were publicly called 
duli and 6d lower, and the weather nere was 
fine. Tais accounted for the eariy decline. The 
market started up on reports from St. Louis 
that there is a very bivue outlook in that regior, 
together witb certain whispers to the effect chat 
a dr line of New York shorts was under 
orders to be filled if the market 
should look dangerously strong. But 
it was not strong epough to induce such 
filling, the condition simpiy making holders 
conservative. Neither dia the foreiga demand 
Dao out as some bad expected. The result was 
a seripus wenkening in the afternoon, as holders 
found there was no material inquiry, and beran 


to be afraid the fine Weather would leave them

The demand for dry goods continues fair for 
the time of year. Ih cottons, seaonable dress 
goods, and notions there is considerable activ- 
ity. But little was doing in boots and shoes, 
and the demaad for clothing, bats and caps. and 
cognate lines was also réstricted. Groceries 
were reported quiet and steady. Dried and 
canned fruits remaiu very quiet. Fish are still 
in good request and average firm. Tue demand 
for butter was fairly active, but cheese remaias 
under neglect. There was continued dullness 
in coal and pig-iron. 

Green fruits were active strawberries show- 
ing liberal receipts and sellmg down to $2.25@ 
2.50 for good fruit. Raspberries were plenty 
and lower. Oder fruits unchanged. Eggs re- 
main at 154%@l6c per doz. In drugs and medi- 
cines a light trade is reported, all the staples 
deim steady except quinine, winch bas ad- 
vanved to $1.80 per oz. Hides, grease, and tal- 
low quiet and steady. Potatees easier. new 
selling at $2.25@2.50 per bri. Hay was dull and 
lower for timothy, which sold down $100. Up- 
land hay was in demand and firm, seiling at 
$13.00. In seeds, flaxseed was steady at $1.32 for 
spot and $1.22@1.23 selier the year. 

Some parties are now denying that they called 
margins unnecessarily during the recent excite- 
ment. If they did not others did. Cases are 
named in which lard was called down WW per 
cent, und wheat 13 per cent, below the market 
for the time being. In some instances (at least 
in one) the refusal to put up so much 
was followed by the rumor that the 
party was not protecting his trades, end 
the inference was obvious. The calling of mar- 
gios is provided for as a proteouon to the trade, 
and no one ought to kick at being called up or 
down to the limit named in the rules. There is, 
however, a vexatious way of doing even that: 
and one of the suspensions noted during the last 
week was due mdre than anytbing else to the 
unusual sharpness display by the margin- 
clerk of the firm in question, which led others to 
call back in a style that was too urgent to be 
agreeabie, 

One favorable result of the recent storm on 
Change is the noticeable switching around to- 
wards the oid custom of trading in small lots. 
It had become unfashionable. The offering to 
buy or sell big biocks of 100,000 bu or more of 
grain was at one time so prevalent as to crowd 
out the man who wanted to trade in a 5,000-bu 
lot, and the upper lip would curl at the pre- 
sumption of aman who wanted to sell single 
car-loads of grain for future delivery. Ali of 
which reminds one of the Scripture injunction: 
* Despise not the day of small things.” 

A good deal of trouble is experienced, after 
all, in settiing up the Nichols trades. The trou- 
bie arises from the perversity of parties who in- 
terpose difficulties where the resulting differ- 
ences do not go inte their own pockets. All of 
which is meanness. 

The boys ventured forth yesterday without 
the commercial umbrella. They thought the 
storm was over, The news that P. D. has gone 
a- lishing reassured them.
